Have about 30 out of the announced 60 weeks’ booking 
as.goal at start of season—checkup would be cinch 
if houses lost were also mentioned 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—After several weeks of secretly lining up of houses fol. 
lowing the opening-of-the-season scramble, the local indie bookers emerged this 
week with a load of new vaude spots, mostly in the East. The Dows showed the 
most activity, with Sidney Rheingold, Jack Linder, Arthur Fisher and Harry Carlin 
also active in digging up new vaude spots. Altho the 60 weeks’ total. announced 
by the indie boys as their objective when the season cpened, has been realized 50 
per cent, the indies are nevertheless picking up new vaude spots every week. 


The collapse of RKO’s intended invasion 
of the family time and the indifference 
of the other major circuits to any really 
intensive drive for indie houses has left 
the field wide open for the indie bookers. 
Best territory for the indie plums now is 
upper New York State and New England. 

The Fox, Corning, N. Y., which has 
not played vaude for five years, and the 
Fox Capitol, Newark, N. Y., which has 
been on F. & M.’s books, will become 
part of the Dow up-State tour. F. & M. 
cGeny losing the house to date. Corning 
will be a last half, starting November 5, 
and Newark, two-days, switches this 
week. Dows also get the Union Square, 
Pittsfield, Mass., split-weeker opening 
next week; Walter Reade’s Broadway, 
Kingsten, N. Y., split-week which opened 
last week; the Plaza, Southbridge, Mass., 
last half, and the Harlem Opera House, 
New York, split-weeker opening Satur- 
day. Dows also booking the Sunday 
vaude shows being sponsored by the 
Elks Club of Stamford, Conn. Ten acts 
and a 14-piece band are used. Town 
had not seen vaude in two years. 

Sidney Rheingold has landed four new 
spots, the Ritz, Cartaret, N. J., five acts 
Saturdays and Sundays beginning next 
week; the Ritz, Garfield, N. J., four acts 
or. Saturdays; the Monroe and the Eagle, 
New York, three acts ell week with shows 
changed Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday. Rheingold continues to book 
Joe Dealy'’s five-day road show and the 
Orpheum, Newark, besides other smaller 
spots. 

Jack Linder will book vaude all week 
into the Washington, New York, begin- 
ning next week. House was a last half. 
Arthur Fisher takes over the booking of 
the Capitol, Lynn, Mass., beginning 
Saturday. A former split week booked 
by other indies, Fisher will book it as a 
five-act full weeker. 

Harry Carlin has landed five more 
vaude spots, the Washington, Washine- 
ton, N. J.; the Franklin, Franklin, N. J.; 
the Colonial, Pompton Lakes, N, J., all 
one-day stands, and the Stroud, Strouds-

Theatrical Firms Oppose 
Increased Pullman Rates 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has as- 
signed for hearing November 17, before 
Examiner William A. Disque, the peti- 
tion of the Pullman Company for au- 
thority to increase its charges in the 
event of the second passenger occupying 
One of its berths, and has suspended 
the revised rates of the company until 
May 15, 1932. The company, under es- 
tablished procedure, had filed its peti- 
tion for an increase, the latter to be- 
come effective October 15. 

Opposition to the increase, however, 
on the part of theatrical companies and 
other interests caused the commission 
to postpone action until after the mat- 
ter could be thoroly aired in a hearing. 
Among those opposing an increase was 
Fanchon Marco, who pointed out to 
the ¢ ission, among other things, 
that its contracts have been issued for 
the cOMing year based on present Pull- 
man rates, and that the putting into 
effect of the new arrangement would 
represent a heavy loss to the circuit. 

The Paramount-Publix Corporation 
also has protested the new rates, setting 
forth that these would operate un- 
fairly to it when the sum which it ex- 
pends yearly for transportation is taken 
into consideration. Other amusement 
interests, with members of their organi- 
zations using the rail lines. will prob- 
ably will be heard in opposition to the 
movement when the “hearing is held 
November 17.

Geddes or Shakespeare?

$4,000 budget, but no doubt much 
lower, is the second big indie enterprise 
of its kind to attract attention. Natur- 
ally, ‘t will be closely watched by all in- 
terested in vaudeville, as it seems to be 
quite a sporting proposition. How much 
of a gamble it really is will be known 
only when box-oifice receipts are counted 
over a reasonable verioa. 

Many agents and acts are wondering if 
the Lyric venture wasn’t inspired by the 
thought that acts can be had now for a 
song, including the mest desirable of 
these who are laying off. Acts have taken 
cuts when th: budget of certain housés 
had been ceduced, etc., and these were in 
proportion to the salary received. With 
a route assured, and o1ly possible on the 
smaller budget, it was only good business 
to accept the cut. 

But when a new house in the Times 
Square sector seeks to offer acts one- 
half, a third and even a fourth of their 
regular salary, its booker has been re- 
ceiving somewha: of a surprise. The acts 
sre not going for it, any more than their 
‘gents, who can’t see how they are goirg 
to do business at such prices or do any- 
thing toward encouraging it. It is one 
thing for an act to grab a date out of 
town or at a local hideaway at a stiff cut, 
tut they are certainly not going to do it 
on Broadway and have the whole world 
know they worked at a sum far belcw 
their usual salarv, and then have it 
thrown up to them by bookers later on. 
Good acts are going to cost a little more 
than the operator of the Lyric originally 
expected. Of course, there are loads of 
acts available, but if the Lyric wants *o 
include fans of the Loew State type as 
well as trgnsients, the show will have to 
Le of similar strength, and the extra three 
acts at the Lyric will have to offset the 
lure and entertainment of the Loew fea- 
ture picture. This means a better type 
ect than the usual small-time offering 
will have to be considered, cr presented 
rather. Success of the venture canno*% 
hurt other vaudeville houses, and cer- 
tainly can be nothing but a gorisend to 
a great many acts. This department is 
as interested as tho it owned the lease on 
the house, but it hates to see the chances 
of success jeopardized at the start by 
scaring off many agents and their acts. 


RITICISM of a vaudeville act bv 
bookers is rarely, if ever,. based upon 
anything else but personal opinion. 

Seldom does a buyer allow the applausé 
or laughs an act may get swerve his 
opinion, and seldom does he took an act 
with an eye for anything but :ts probable 
value in the New York houses. This, cf 
course, pertains only to the major-circuit 
bookers stationed in New York—and they 
make up a terrific majority of the show. 
buyers left. ‘ 

Reaction to the buying of acts with 
only a “Palace eye” is the poor reception 
a good many of the RKO vaude shows 
get on the road, particularly the intacts 
traveling from Coast to Coast. This 
plainly bespeaks the difference in enter- 
tainment taste existing between a New 
Yorker and a native of the hinterlands, 
end certainly uncovers the great error in 
booking shows without taking into con- 
sideration these varied reactions. 

Not every town is a “big-time” town— 
and these days bookers are buying noth- 
ing but allegedly big-time shows. 
infustice this is to the type of act, that 
appears small-timey in New York, but is 
probably a hit elsewhere, is too great to 
be measured in terms of work and money 
lost. Box-office receipts, the fall and rise, 
could give one a fairly good idea of what 
faulty booking judgment has cost out-of. 
town theaters, however. 

Vaudeville, like pictures, denends more 
than any other type of entertainment on 
mass appeal. A legit show, radio program 
or cencert can successfully cater to a 
certain class. When vaude began ebbing 
it caused the extinction of those bookers 
stationed in various parts of the country 
for the sole purpose of buying shows to 
plesse the patrons in their particular 
sections. The bookers, as a result, are 
centered mainly in New York, and the 
understanding of what is wanted and 
liked elsewhere has disappeared. 

Theater operators using vavdeville now 
or thinking of resuming it would do well 
to take this into consideration for the 
sake of their own and their theaters’ 
health,

Alleges 
that Fitzgerald charged more than the 
5 per cent commission allowed by the 
State laws.

The public is a funny critter and it’s 
@ question whether it will take kindly 
to being handed an eight-act bill one 
week and half that number the next, 
regardless of the fact that the four-act 
bill offered it is the equivalent of six 
acts. This week’s layout is oke and 
ought to pack ’em in if the public can 
be convinced that it is not being handed 
short rations. 

The brand of magic handed out by 
Jack Gwynne in the opener is great 
stuff—splendidly sold. Gwynne is a 
smooth and rapid worker, the act is 
nicely dressed, and the two personable 
girls and a boy give excellent assistance. 
Very good routine, including the re- 
stored paper trick, materializing and 
vanishing fish bowls, vanishing rooster 
and others. Went over nicely and off 
to a splendid hand. 

Keller Sisters and Lynch, harmonists, 
working behind a prop mike, put over a 
pleasing repertoire of vocal numbers.

His intimate 
style, dirty laughs and “high-class stuff” 
found a home early in the running, and 
his stay on the stage was just one con- 
tinuous round of guffaws. He proved the 
biggest hit of the afternoon. For an 
encore he did his familiar political 
speech. Bowed to a thunderous hand.

Enjoyable bill all the way. Plenty of laughs and variety. Norma Terris is 
the only holdover. Business was the usual Saturday matinee attendance. 

RATH BROTHERS started the ball, rolling with hand-to-hand balancing and 
other feats of strength and endurance. They work in polished and effective style, 
doing the routine with as much speed as their stuff will allow. 

BETTY JANE COOPER AND LATHROP BROTHERS handled the deuce spot 
with ease, ogering an unusually smart line of taps, competently staged. Notice- 
able feature is the way act is dressed. The teamwork was beautiful. Miss Cooper's 
solo, done with the aid of the stairway, clicked. In addition to being a stepper 
of the first water, she possesses a gracious personality. The unbilled acrobatic 
dancer and tumbler, who filled in a couple of interludes, made it a sock proposi- 
tion each time and deserves his name on the program. 2 

EDDIE CONRAD AND MARION EDDY gathered the laughs with their familiar 
comedy, piano and song potpourri. The duc have lost nothing in the way of 
being sure-fire since last reviewed. The “so far, so good” business takes up the 
early part of the turn, as of yore, and later Conrad manhandles the piano, while 
Miss Eddy does the singing. 

NICK LUCAS, “crooning troubadour,” seems to be no improvement as a vaude- 
ville act since he first played the house several years ago. Somehow he continues 
to miss, and whether it is due to poor stage presence or just the type than can’t 
put an act over by himself, is a question. Possibly, if NBC took more of an in. 
terest in him and staged the act with some kind of a background, he’d be o. k. 
As it is, he is playing the guitar better than he sings. What little hfe there is 
to the turn was contributed by a music house stooge upstairs Nick simply won't 
let go of Tip Toe Thru the Tulips, even on his radio auditions, After asking for 
requests he played the above-mentioned song, and then actually mumbled that 
he wanted to get his own request in, a guitar sole, written by himself, and he 
played it. Nothing wrong with the solo, but why kid the patrons about requests? 
Has talent, but needs an act, 

BERT LAHR, with Harry Shannon and Harriet Hilliard closed the first heltt. 
An unbilled couple also assist for a few minutes, Lahr did his familiar cop stuff 
for the opening part of the act, and later did the scene from Fly High, which 
takes place in a doctor’s office. Bushels of laughs. Shannon makes a first-rate 
straight man, and Miss Hilliard not only can put a number over, but makes an 
attractive eyeful. During ‘ntermission, Pathe newsreel carried a load of Cantor 
and Jessel signing articles in Charlie Freeman’s office. The RKO booking head 1s 
no slouch before the camera, either. 

NORMA TERRIS, accompanied at the piano by Dudley Wilkinson, was terrific, 
giving a smoother and better performance than last week. Miss Terris opened 
with an impression of Raquel Meller, and followed with one of Helen Morgan, 
Billie Burke and Janet Gaynor. Closing was a Helen Kane doing a warble. An 
expected repeat. Her encores included Bert Lahr doing Shakespeare. Doubly 
effective, due to his having preceded her on the bill. Her Beatrice Lillie stuff was 
immense. She has a voice, is attractive and has personality plus. Not such a 
tough break. 

BORRAH MINEVITCH and his Harmonica Rascals proved belly-laugh enter- 
tainment, which is habitual with this crew. While the harmonica playing is ex- 
pert, it is the comedy that wows ’em. The diminutive funster with the pansy 
antics couldn't miss. Offering, as a whole, is a marvelous combination of musical 
effort and physical comedy, with not a little credit due the arranger, who seems 
to have fitted the music to the comedy. Act runs itself off like a two-reel comedy, 
so consistent a tempo dces it maintain. 

BERT LAHR AND NORMA TERRIS, in Private Livres in a Grand Hotel, a 
travesty done on the legit show as Noel Coward might have written it. With Miss 
Terris, as Samovitch, the vamp, and Bert, the carrot-topped one, who has but 
six weeks to live; the skit gave the former a chance to emote and the latter almost 


found himself playing straight, too. Very bright and funny morsel.

Moss’ Broadway, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Oct. 24) 


Billed above everything else in the 
theater, Sanabria Giant Television, pre- 
sented “by arrangement with William 
Morris,” may prove a heavy business 
getter during the next two weeks, some- 
thing this house has needed since open- 
ing with the Varieties policy. Too bad, 
however, that the exhibitiom given yes- 
terday before a specially invited audience 
was not as good as today’s performance. 
Undoubtedly the publicity breaks would 
then have been much more favorable 
and a high gross insured. 

The crudeness of yesterday’s television 
exhibition caused every daily to treat 
the present state of the invention rather 
lightly. altho admitting that the future 
possibilities were there. Today's matinee 
performance, tho, was really excellent, 


, every image appearing rather clearly on 


the 10-foot screen, with the same going 
for the vocal broadcasts. At times those 
being televised were either out of focus 
or in double focus, but on the whole 
their appearance was highly satisfactory 
considering that engineers claim tele- 
vision to be a good three years away 


from perfection. 

The act is by Carveth Wells, 
English explorer and author, who ap- 
pears on the rostrum for a short talk 
on the, progress of this invention and 
others, and introduces those who will 
take part in the affair, Ruth Burns and 
Emily Day, singers; John Tio (parrot) 
with Francis Abella, and Ruth John- 
stone, pianist. Aside from the latter, 
each does a bit on the stage before go- 
ing back into the studio set “in full.” 
When the lights go out, showing just a 
faint beam in the big, glass-fronted box, 
the studio sinks about halfway into the 
stage to allow for a full view of the 
screen. The act is cut in half to allow 
for Wells to call an auditor up to be 
televised and this time it was Vinccnt 
Lopez. Without special makeup on as 
the others had, Lopez appeared on the 
glass screen and spoke a few words. 
There was no guesswork necessary about 
his image. He put in a plug for his 
appearance at the St. Regis Hotel, which 
was to be expected. 

Rest of the show at the Broadway this 
week is a real good one, altho less elaho- 
rate than the previous Varieties. With- 
out the television act, it is running 55 
fast minutes. Its worth was not marred 
in the least thru the disappointing flop 
of Al Trahan at the last minute. Barto 
and Mann replaced him and to show- 
stopp:ng results. 

B. S. Moss cut his production cost 
down considerably so that the house 
coukid stand for the reported %5,000 
weekly cost of the Sanabria act. Harry 
Jans is pacing the show made up of 
Bernice Claire; his partner, MHurold 
Whalen; their corking blond cooching 
stooge, Helene Grant; a 12-girl Albertina 
Rasch ensemble, and Barto and Mann. 
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Show was again staged by Le Roy Prinz, 
but Neville Pleeson has replaced Gredon 
and Revel in providing special numopers. 

Comedy in this Varieties is much 
rougher than in any previous show at 
the Broadway, but the nearly filled 
house screamed at everything, regardless. 
Jans and Whalen, later followed by 
Barto and Mann, even eclipsed Joe 
Frisco in blue material. . Dirt, tho, may 
be the solution of the problem regardmg 
the needs of this house to do the busi- 
ness if deserves. 

Bockers and production staff would do 
well to pay closer attention to the 
Rasch troupes. The ensemble in now 
is the worst of the lot and certainly a 
detriment to the show as a whole. Mme.

With Constance Bennett in Bought on 
the screen and the usual five-act layout 
on the stage, business was about two- 
thirds at this show. The one-hour 
vaude bill followed the conventional 
pattern of acrobatic opener, song-and- 
dance deuce act, third and next-to-clos- 
ing comedy acts and closing flash. 
Comedy was the bill’s weak spot, as is 
usuak with low-budgetéd layouts, altho 
the bill as a whole seemed to please the 
neighborhood audience.

Ethel Sinclair and Company, three 
girls and a boy, pulled down an uneven 
smattering of mild laughs with their 
attempted comedy. The girls try hard 
to give life to all the old wisecracks 
about men and marriage, but the chat- 
ter on the whole is dull. The male 
assists in a short bit. Better crossfire, 
more sight stuff and a stronger plot 
may help. 

Dave Maller. fared better than the 
preceding act, but still has a lot to go 
before he can hope to hold down next- 
to-closing on the average pill. His 
straight man is okeh, and the new girl, 
Chap Gorman, is good. but chatter 
builds up too slowly for modern vaude 
audiences.

Nothing of any strength in ,this 
mixture of three vaude acts and a 
Fanchon & Marco Idea. And this, along 
with the none too strong feature pic- 
ture, Wicked, held biz down to just 
about half a house. What the clientele 
up here wants and insists upon is weight 
and sock at least once in a layout, but 
this show was almost in total reverse. 
Running time was 62 minutes. 

Clifford and Grey are doing a fairly 
good hoop-juggling turn, but could prob- 
ably attain even a better outlook by bet- 
tering the girl’s dress and the act’s 
mounting. Male carries the brunt of the 
work in a fast manner thruout the seven 
minutes’ running time. 

Gus Mulcay was no buildup in his first 
few. minutes. Sticking a harmonica 
single in the deuce frame, following a 
fast novelty, is usually suicidal, regardless 
of how well and hot he plays the mouth 
organ.

Terrell and Fawcett, a knockabout 
acro. team, were just another deuce-spot 
act stuck into the next-to-closing. berth.

Comedy via some break-neck falls 
is okeh, but yet not strong enouga to 
carry the spot. The two boys look 
promising, however, tho still a bit crude. 

Carmenesque, F. & M.'s Idea contribu- 
tion to the show, uncorked a couple of 
excellent novelties in routining a 12-girl 
ensemble, as well as some good scenic 
effects.

There was 
some confliction, but it did not matter 
so long as those in attendance received 
amusement down to their level.

Biz wis just about 
three-quarters. Six acts ran a long 99 
minutes. 

Joe Neimeyer and Samples of 1932 
opened. Dance flash containing four 
girls and two men, while still rough and 
running too long, should click if only 
thru sticking to its story thruout. Has 
talent and is neatly paced by Neimeyer. 

Chic Kennedy, impersonating a “tough 
moll,” socked in the deuce frame up un- 
til her set encore of “Mary” songs. The 
latter’s weakness just about tore down 
everything she had built up. She’s a 


clever little blonde and certainly surefire 
in a district such as this. 

Whitey Roberts, working with a mixed 
team of stooges, held up another show- 
stop in number three. A pleasing come- 
dian and an excellent dancer, especially 
in the rope-skipping finale. Girl doesn’t 
do so much, but the pale-faced male 
exhibits a strong voice in his one song 
solo. 

Haunted, a comedy spook sketch fea- 
turing Syd Williams, was a highly enter- 
taining turn to this crowd. Touches on 
three or four popular mystery plays of 
the last couple legit seasons and after 
running strongly suddenly flops hard 
thru a weak finish. Three men and two 
women in the act, with two of the 
former working as a gorilla and in 
blackface respectively. A woman plant 
in the audience does a frightened run- 
out as pulled in the stage play, The 
Gorilla. 

Fred Lightner and Roscella panicked 
in the next-to-closing despite running 
at least four minutes too long. Lightner 
carries the burden of the act with his 
nutty mannerisms and chatter, and it 
isn’t until the act is about eight min- 
utes old that Roscella, a stately brunet, 
comes on to foil. 

Telepavision. a mind-reading takeoff 
on television, closed. A 6x7-foot screen 
entirely inclosed and showing only the 
talking head of Mahniac, girl mind- 
reader, in natura] color is practically the 
entire act. A couple of Hindus take 
up the written slips in the audience 
while a male, hidden by the: traveler 
and talking thru a mike. partially ex- 
plains the act in the opening. After 
she has answered quite a number of 
questions, Mahniac steps out on the 
Stage to give the auditors a glimpse of 
her in the “flesh."" Outside of talk the 
audience does not get an idea of how 
her image is projected on the screen. 
It’s a good novelty. tho, regardless of 
whether on the up-and-up or not.

How 
the projection of the head and shoulders 
of the girl seer, Mahniac, is thrown in 
natural color on a 6x7-foot screen is not 
explained, but it’? a good stunt and 
should certainly prove worthwhile to 
vaude houses if properly exploited. For 
the benefit of newspapers, however, the 
authenticity of the trick would have to 
be proved, and this may make publicity- 
getting rather tough.

Her answers 
are of the usual variety, and one ques- 
tion! one that appears to be a ritual 

with every mindreader, put by a man 
worrying whether he will have any chil- 
dren, receives the set answer from her, 
“You wen't have any, but your wite

Mahniac answers the questions with 
unusual rapidity. She stumbled here on 
a number of occasions, but quickly re- 
covered. The male, who does the origi- 
nal announcing in the act’s opening.

Five grand claim of Chicago firm precipitates action— 
in financial straits since last June—creditors’ meeting, 
December 2, to decide future status 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—The Shubert Theater Corporation, which has been near 
the financial rocks ever since it passed interest on its 6 per cent debenture bonds 
last June, was thrown into equity receivership on October 20 on the petition of 


Gerson, Beesley & Hampton, Inc., 
claim for $5,000. 


a Chicago firm of printers, who have filed a 
The Federal Courts have appointed the Irving Trust Company 


of New York and Lee Shubert as receivers, with authority to continue the business 
until the meeting of creditors, which will be called on December 2. No detailed 


statement of the firm’s actual condition 
was filed in the petition, which stated 
that the corporation had liabilities of ap- 
proximately %10,749,687, most of which 
are secured by real estate mortgages, and 
further liabilities of debenture bonds 
which total $6,360,000, and has also suf- 
fered a net operating loss of $2,900,000 
during the last two years, attributed to 
the national depression. 

The two receivers were authorized to 
continue the business for a period of 20 
days and then report to the court, and 
creditors were directed to attend the 
meeting ®n December 2 to consider the 
cuestion of making the receivership per- 
manent and to pass on other matters 
that may come up at that time. 

According to rumors from an authori- 
tative source, Lee and J. J, Shubert will 
probably submit an offer to the stock- 
holders to assume the assets and liabili- 
ties of the corporation, and full owner- 


ship will revert back to them as was the: 


case prior to the organization of the cor- 
poration in 1924. The inside dope tends 
to make this seem plausible and probable, 
as it is thought that the Shuberts are 
financially able to undertake this deal; 
and in the event that they do, the 
creciitors will be assured of more money 
than if the corporation were declared 
bankrupt. 

Several weeks ago William Klein, at- 
torney for the corporation, told a repre- 
sentative of The Billboard that the cer- 
tificates of deposit necessary for the re- 
organization plan announced ‘ast June 
were of sufficent number to warrant the 
executicn of the plan. Action was post- 
poned for another month, however, and 
as the matter stands at present the re- 
adjustment cannot be carried out. It is 
expected that the holders of debenture 
bonds will be asked to transfer their de- 
posits to the committec. 

Two days following the equity receiver- 
ship several small companies filed claims 
for various amounts merely as a protec- 
tive measure, pending developments of 
the Shuberts’ affairs. The action never- 
theless comprised an tnvoluntary petition 
in bankruptcy against ,the company, 
which will automatically take effect if 
nothing develops at the December meet- 
ing. 

Pending possibfe developments at the 
creditors’ meeting, Lee Shubert made a 
statement to the press that the produc- 
tion schedule for the season would not 
be curtailed, and it is expected that he 
will further continue to finance plays, as 
was his custom in the past. 

Sam Gerson, of Gerson, Beesley & 
Hampton, Inc., whose claim of $5,000 was 
instrumental in farcing the receivership, 
is understood to be the same Gerson who 
is in the employ of the Shuberts. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24—-Sam Gerson, head 
of Gerson, Beesley & Hampton, Inc., 
Shuvert publicity representative, told 
The Billboard that the receivership of 
the Shubert Theater Corporation wil 
not in any way affect the operation of 
Shubert theaters in Chicago.

Al H. Woods 
Is Bankrupt 


Veteran producer is insol- 
vent with assets of more 


than a million dollars 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24——Hot on the 
heels of the Shubert receivership came 
the second financial crash of the week, 
that of Al Woods, who went into 
voluntary bankruptcy with assets listed 
at approximately "$1,668,359, and liabili- 
ties at a good deal more than $1,026,054 
The listed liabilities formed only a part 
of the total, and Wocds’ petition stated 
that the rest of the claims against the 
veteran producer would bring the final 
figure higher than the listed asscts. 

Woods has been assoviated with Shu- 
berts in many stage ventures. He was 
put into receivership several months ago 
by Gilbert Miller for a five-grand debt 
which fs listed among the liabilities. 
At that time Woods was in Europe. and 
his brother, Martin Herman, who re- 
mained in charge of his business, said 
that things would be straightened out 
as soon as Al returned. 

Al did return, with plans for three or 
four European plays which he claimed 
to have bought on his trin, but no work 
was started on any of them. 

Among the crediturs are Miller: Avery 
Hopwood, Inc., $5,981; Michael Arlen, 
$4,376; Al Jolson, $3,329; Mrs. Leslie 
qCarter, $294; Fox Film Corporation, 
$126,424; James Barton, $8,000, and the 
Shubert Theater Corporation, $150,000. 

Bankruptcy does not mean that Woods 
is out of producing ranks. It may he a 
move like that of Arthur Hammerstein 
last winter, when bankruptcy cleared 
the decks for at least contemplated pro- 
duction. The “Hello, Sweetheart!” man 
dropped a reported 250 grand on his 
“Movie-of-U” gadget, which he tried to 
fopularize himself, turning down offers 
for the rights. Rumors have the reason 
for his European trip an unsuccessful 
attempt to sell the affair to Galleries 
Lafayette in Paris. 


Shubert Arbs Not Affected 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Arbitrations 
against the Shuberts will not be affected 
by the receivership of the Shubert or- 
ganization. Under terms of the agree- 
ment between Equity and the Managers’ 
Protective Association, of which Shu- 
berts were the prime movers. the MPA 
assumes responsibility for individual 
members’ obligations in the event of the 
members being unable to pay up. Until 
MPA sends out word that it will not be 
responsible for claims against the Shu- 
berts, arbitrations in which the organ- 
ization is involved may continue.

It is his belief that, 
ultimately, television theaters will re- 
place movie houses and perhaps in some 
cases legit. It may be that he is right 
and it may not. 


On tire face of things, it would seem 
that the field which has the most to 
fear from television is that of radio. 
Radio, of course, will be washed up as 
soon as television gets a solid, perma- 
nent foothold. The movies, another 
mechanical medium, may also be in- 
directly affected, thru people wanting 
rather to watch mechanical entertain- 
ment in their homes than to travel to 
a theater to watch it. As for legit, if 
the talkies merely increased the demand 
for it over the countryside, it is hard 
to see that television will do much more 
to dent, it. Anyhow, as the pessimistic 
May Observe, there’s mighty little of it 
left to dent. 


As.for regular television theaters, 
charging admission and displaying on 
their screens a show broadcast from the 
stage of one central theater, the possi- 
bility seems rather remote. For one 
thing, there would seem to be no check 
on the number of houses within a given 
area picking up the program. Unless 
the broadcasting and tefevizing chain 
wanted to play Lady Bountiful to a 
lot of outsiders, it’s hard to see how 
the thing could be managed. And it’s 
also hard to see that the public would 
prefer a mechanically transmitted pro- 
gram that can vary in excellence from 
day to day to the canned and there- 
fore stable mechanically transmitted 
products of the movies.

Like every other branch of the amuse- 
ment business, the stock theater suf- 
fered loss of patronage when worth- 
while singers, actors and instrumental- 
ists Were first introduced to the public 
by big business concerns that spend 
hundreds of thousands or millions an- 
nually to advertise their products. Seiz- 
ing upon the increased popularity of the 
radio as something of extensive reader 
interest, the daily’ press fell easy prey 
to the broadcasters. Wide publicity given 
free of cost to the artists and the sta- 
tions multiplied the radio followers in- 
to millions. “ 

o/ * ° 

There grew up rapidly a va8t multi- 
tude of radio owners who formed a 
strong attachment for favorite artists 
and favorite programs. The newspapers 
continued to plug the artists and the 
programs fervently and free of charge. 
So strong was the devotion of the large 
and growing element of radio fans that 
all of us became familiar with the 
neighbor who sat at home on certain 
nights to hear a free show, not because 
he was too stingy to buy theater seats 
but because the artists and music he 
wanted to hear were not available in the 
local showhouses. The theater 
lost many regular patrons. 


Falling off of interest in the radio 
may be dated from the time, not so 
long ago, when the newspapers took a 
great big tumble to themselves. Steady 
losses of advertisfmg lineage gradually 
awakened publishers and editors to the 
fact that they were daily supplying a 
most formidable business rival with free 
advertising of incalculable value. 

- * 


Newspaper publishers ordinarily ac- 
cepted as among the wisest of aoe 
men discovered only after — 
given the radio about a billion dollars 
worth of advertising at no cost to the 
beneficiary that the radio was absorbing 
a yery Jarge part of the money previous- 
ly budgeted by big business concerns for 
newspaper space. Why it took the news- 
papers so long to get next to themselves 
is just another of those mysteries. The 
cold fact remains that thru many years 
the local daily fed the logal radio sta- 
tion out of the newspaper platter. And 
the newspaper advertising columns grew 
lean while the radio waxed fat. 


Out of an awkward position the news- 
papers have been easing themselves 
gradually. It was a position which could 
not be abandoned suddenly. The news- 
papers had created a demand for the de- 
tailed program of radio attractions. A 
large proportion of their readers had 
come to accept it as an essential fea- 
ture of news service. M

The newspapers began the recession 
by reducing the daily allotment of space 
gradually. The F ny plugging of radio 
stars in advancé of their appearance on 
the air programs was cut to a mini- 
mum. Programs were less conspicuously 
displayed. The reform has proceeded 
until only an expert is able today to 
learn by perusal of the radio columns 
what will be on the air tonight. The 
“talk,” “music,” “records” “dialog” and 
other unmeaning items listed in the 
yelept “program” make a feature that 
belongs on page with the comic strips. 

All of which is by way of heartening 
the stock manager of this season. His 
old patrons are less likely to cling to 
radio entertainment now that it must 
be ferreted out like the solution to a 
heinous crime.

Nikita Balieff, with his implike smile, 
made a speech before the opening of his 
new importation, in which he said the 
new Chauve-Souris would’ be a radical 
departure from his previous efforts, and 
hoped the audience would like it; he also 
declareti that American audiences were 
the most appreciative people in the world. 
We are sorry to repor: that the audience 
did not come up to Monsieur Ballieff’s 
expectation. 

The new Chauve-Souris lacks that gay- 
ness of spirit that has been a character- 
istic of the former presentations, and 
mainly responsible for their successes. It 
depends mainly on its ability to charm 
instead of to surprise with originality, 
and in the first department it is easily 
cutdistanced by most of the American 
revues, which in the main are more 
charming, better costumed and more 
elaborately staged. 


The first part of the show. consists of 
a ballet, which depicts, according to the 
program, “a romantic adventure of an 
Ttalian ballerina and a Marquis” who are 
ambushed and attacked by brigands. The 
ballerina is induced to dance for the 
brigands, and the chieftain falls in love 
with her. A woman of the band is jeal- 
ous, and in revenge frees the Marquis, 
trying to enchant him. He resists her 
advances, but finally gives way. The 
rival lovers meet, and a mad dance of 
jealousy ensues. Th2 bandits then re- 
lease the ballerina and the Marquis, but 
first take their money and jewels... . 
in memory of them. 

The second part of the show is The 
Queen of Spades, a fantastic story by the 
Russian poet, Alexander Pushkin, which 
is the highlight of the evening, ond gives 
us an opportunity to see George Hayes in 
a strong dramatic rele, wherein he ac- 
ouits himself splendidly.

Gilbert Miller has wasted his splendid 


managerial ability on The Sex Fable, a A 


mildly amusing and more than mildly 
embarrassing one-act farce, which is 
stretched out over three marathon acts at 
the Miller Theater. It is a tale of gigolos 
in Paris, and it holds up tq ridicule the 
rich women who are the ahgels of the 
trade and the scheming mothers who 
manage to supply the demand. American 
money-maids come in for hcavy razzing, 
probably deserved, and the whole thing 
has a chance for rich, racy and not too 
nice humor that is completely flubbed in 
the tiresome working out. ¢ 


The French title, literally translated, ae 


means The Weaker Sez, but Miller saw 
fit to pun his nomenclature, and so some- 
what obscured the point of the play. For 
it is a topsy-turvy sex affair that shows 
boys and young men in the blushing, 
vielding roles that were formerly allotted 
to women, refusing to yield themselves 
until they are promised marriage, and 
eweetly and simply coquetting with the 
advances of the rich dames who provide 
their livelihood. 

It tells, not too briefly, of the sale of 
Jimmy Leroy-Gomez to a rich American 
widow. while his French fiancee weeps at 
losing him. He consoles her, however, by 
promising to get’ a divorce as soon as he 
had made enough out of his promised 
allowance, and his second wedding is set 
for not later than three years thereafter. 
Tc is, as Jimmy carefully explains to the 
girl, merely postponing the ceremony un. 
til he makes his way in the world, just 
as it would be postponed if he were in 
any other Dusiness. 

If the theme were handled swiftly and 
farcically it might have been a risque 
wow, with all sorts of chances offered. 
But the three acts of the play take up 
almost as many hours, and the entire 
tempo is congealed and slow. Things 
that might have been a series of gay and 
merry grins are slowed by the action into 
long-winded leers—whicn is what a grin 
tecomes when it is done slow-motion. 

This corner is never an objector to, if 
you'll allow the expression, good, clean 
dirt—if there’s some excuse for it. But 
this was not good, clean dirt; it was 
sexual topsy-turvyism used for what 
turned out to be smirking farce. There 
was nothing bald and outspoken about 


it, but at certain moments those cus- 
tomers with hides thinner than that of 
a hippo fairly writhed at the goings-on. 

It was a pity, for the same stuff could 
have been made perfectly acceptable if 
the tempo and manner had been changed. 
Much of the favlt must go to Jane Hin- 
ton’s adaptation, which lost the point, 
sparkle and brilliance of the original— 
qualities which could have retrieved the 
show beyond a shadow of doubt. 

The production and acting, as usual 
with Miller-presented plays, were splen- 
did, the large cast going thru its paces 
particularly well. Mrs. Pat Campbell re- 
turned to play a Polish cradle-snatcher 
as tho it were a part really worth the 
playing. Ronald Squire, as an ever- 
present maitre-d’hotel, showed why he is 
considered one of England’s finest high- 
comedy actors. Helen Haye (English, and 
not to be confused with cur own Helen 
Hayes, who will act in another Miller 
play later in the season) was grand as 
the demand-satisfying mother. Derek 
Williams, as Jimmy, was hardly the young 
he-man for whom amorous dames gushed 
gold, but he was easily sufficient none the 
less. Anne Teeman was quietly sincere 
as his French sweetheart, and Lora Bax- 
ter laid on heavily as the weman who 
bought him. Rafael Corio stood out as 
another of the sex and sofa boys, and all 


idea gone woefully and embarrassingly 
wrong. Maybe it is the fault of the 
translation and not of Bourdet. Or may- 
be they take their farce slow-motion over 
in France.

No More Frontier is billed as “An 
American Chronicle,” and as such it is 
hardly a play of much entertainment 
value, altho, as a historical bit of pag- 
eantry of Western life, it may be of- 
some interest. 

It concerns itself with four genera- 
tions of the Bailey family, who are con- 
sumed with the spirit of adventure and 
the desire to, see other lands. The 
prolog shows us young Flint Bailey, who 
cannot resist his desire to fare forth to 
the then adventurous West. He leaves 
his betrothed, with the promise to re- 
turn after he has made his fortune, 
but once in the West he cannot leave 
it. He sends for her after two’ years, 
and they set up as cattle ranchers. 
Time passes. and Flint becomes pros- 
perous. After 20 years or so the coun- 
try becomes well settled, and it is no 
longer a frontier. Bailey’s sons decide 


that they will not become ranchers as 
their dad was, but each will do as he 


pleases. George wants to become a 
townsman, and Mord becomes a fur 
trapper. The march of progress soon 
envelops Flint, when George prevails 
upon him to give up his ranch to pro- 
vide a reservoir for irrigation purposes. 
We are then given to understand that 
the entire family, which is symbolic of 
American families in general, will never 
stay put in one single place, but will 
roam over the face of the globe, forever 
building and pioneering. 

The author has something to say in 
his play, but has not managed to say 
it in a very convincing way, giving us 
a series of tableau pictures which are 
hard to digest as drama. 

The staging, notwithstanding the 
handicaps of inadequate facilities, is 
quite’ good, and some of the acting is 
excellent, ¢specially that of Cameron 


King, as Flint Bailey, and Irene Homer,’ 


as the progressive wife of one of the 


ns. 

All in all, the entire production can 
well be ccnsidered a worth-while effort, 
if not conducive to box-office appeal.

James B. Pond has reversed the usual 
procedure with his revival of The Un- 
known Warrior, for instead of trying out 
his play on the road before bringing 
it in to New York he is trying it out in 
New York for four special matinees 
before sending it out on an extensive 
tour of the road. The plan is to present 
it over the Pond lecture and lyceum 
circuit as a regular circuit attraction, 
and the whole business should be 
watched with interest; for it may start 
the routing of legit productions thru 
lecture circuits, a system that would 
probably do more for a rebirth of legit 
than all the possible wheels and public- 
ity campaigns that might be started. 

But, for his initial try of the system, 
Pond has chosen an unfair vehicle, one 
which, definitely, should not carry the 
weight of proof regarding the merits of 
lyceum circuits as legit media. And yet 
it’s easy to see why he chose it. dt 


New York engagement some years back, 
it is bound to be put down as one of 
the “better” things of the drama by

The entire production, in fact, is 
cheap, and that fact does much toward 
ruining a play that needs every produc- 
tion aid possible in order to get across.

The players, unknown to American 
audiences, acquit themselves nicely. The 
story tells of an amateur detective who 
sets out to get a gang of international 
crooks.

“The Honor of the Family”

A pleasing programer, with some risque 
situations delicately handled. Bebe Dan- 
iels is in thesstellar role, supported by 
Warren William, a newcomer to the 
screen, who bids fair to be a favorite 
with motion picture fans. The chief 
interest of this production is this new 
player. William is the typical he-man 
type, being more than six feet tall, with 
composite oS germ of John Barry- 
more, Fredefic March and Clive Brook.

In the dark she fails to learn 
the difference until the gigolo appears 
later to fill the date. Then starts a 
real battle between the woman and her 
supposedly unwelcome lover, who in 
reality she is beginning to care for. The 
gigolo, known as a famous duellist, in- 
sults the Legionnaire, with a challenge 
resulting. The gigolo is killed and soon 
the girl has practically admitted she 
cares for the big strong’man. The pic- 
ture ends as the two of them drive to 
Budapest, leaving the old man alone. '

Another gangster film, with the likable 
Leo Carrillo in the leading role, sup- 
ported by Noah Beery, Mary Brian, Rus- 
sell GleasOn and Pat O’Malley.

The character por- 
trayed by Carrillo is that of a swagger- 
ing, daring racketeer, who cloaks his 
crime under a candy kitchen shingle. 
The fact that there have n so many 
gangster films before, this ®ne turns out 
to be, at times, an exciting rehash of 

other films of similar character. 

Carrillo gives an excellent portrayal, 
while Noah Beery, as the police captain, 
also scores. The juvenile leads, in the 
hands of Mary Brian and Russell 
Gleason, the latter a weak-kneed mem- 
ber of the gang who turns stool pigeon, 
also are nicely cast. 

The story, by Henry La Cossitt, tells of 
Louie Grenado, who has had several of 
his enemies put on the spot, he himself 
pumping the lead at times. The captain 
of police sends his son, @ patrolman, 
out to get dope on the gang, palming 
himself off as a gangster from St. Louis. 
The patrolman is suspected and put on 
the spot. Then the police captain sets 
out in earnest to get the gang. He 
, discovers that Carrillo had a son who 
“was stolen by his wife when an infant. 
Thru a girl, in love with Russell Gleason, 
one of the gang, he plants the thought 
that Gleason is the long-lost son of 
Carrillo. Carrillo then harbors him an 
tries to keep him from danger, while the 
police are using the boy as a stool 
Pigeon to get the necessary information 
that Carrillo committed the murder of 
which he is suspected. The boy frames 
Carrillo by calling him to an ambush, 
where the police hear him admit that he 
killed the other gangster. He is sur- 
rounded, and still thinking the boy is his 
son sends him to safety while he is 
brought down by the policemen’s bullets. 


“The Woman Between” 
(RKO-RADIO) 
At the Paramount 
Producer’s footage, 6,575. Time, 74 
minutes. 
(Release date, August 8) 

The Woman Eetuieen is a weak sister, 
with a story that is full of analogies and 
unpleasant situations, 

The woman in the case is the wife of 
a middle-aged widower who falls desper- 
ately in love with her step-son. Even 
this occurs before the wife learns the 
identity of her new heart interest, it does 
not take to make good drama. European 
writers have hit such subjects in a deeper 
style, and while this one tries to break it 
with a few touches of comedy, it still 
offers very little to find favor with. 

Lily Damita appears as the wife, O. P. 
Heggie as the husband, and Lester Vail 
as the sor. Others in cast are Miriam 
Seegar, Anita Louise, Blanche Frederic 
end Lincoln stedman. Miss Damita is 
fetching enough, but the role is anything 
but sympathetic, in spite of the author's 
efforts to make it such. O. P. Heggie, 
usually a first-rate player, overacts; white 
Lester Vail does the best he can with a 
preposterous character. Victor Schert- 
zinger directed, and he has done far 
better things 

The story tells of a Madame Julie (Lily 
Pamita), who, tho married to a million- 
aire, still runs her modiste shop so that 
people will not say she married the old 
man for his money. The grown son and 
daughter of the husband rebel at their 
father’s second marriage, the son leaving 
home for several years. Returning to the 
States, he sails on the same boat with 
Madame Julie, who is returning from 
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Evrope. He is using an assumed name, 
having been doing some expeditionary 
work in foreign lands. They meet and 
fall desperately in love, cne not knowing 
the other. 

Returning to the home he left, and 
still with a vindictiveness towards the 
woman who has taken his mother’s place, 
he finds the woman of the ship. They 
are thrown together and keep up their 
love affair clandestinely. The daughter 
of the widower begins to suspect. The 
boy decides to admit everything to his 
father, but the old man turns him aside 
w.th a laugh before he can confess. The 
boy convinces the wife that she should 
leave with him for another expedition 
trip, and he goes to the boat. In the 
meentime the old man has turned all his 
business worries over to the son. The 
father does not know the son is leaving 
him.

An outmoded story, adapted by Alfred 
‘Cohn from the O. Henry story, with 
Warner Baxter returning to his Mexican 
character that first brought him into 
the limelight in talking films. In spite 
of its hackneyed idea this turns out to 
be a romantic story, with Baxter lending 
the necessary glamour to the role. 

Then, too, the Fox cinematographer 
has caught some magnificent exteriors, 
each scene being more beautiful than the 
other. 

The cast supporting Baxter includes 
Edmund Lowe, Conchita Montenegro, 
Nora Lane, Frederic Burt and Willard 
Robertson. Lowe has the role of an 
American army sergeant on a wild search 
for the Cisco Kid.

She has two lovable 
kids who fall hard for the bandit and 
call him uncle. The mother nurses the 
bandit back to health. As the time 
comes for him to depart he finds the 
woman’s ranch is about to be taken by 
the sheriff because she owes $5,000. He 
rides into the near-by town, holds up 
the bank and returns with the money 
for her. The army officer follows him 
and captures him, but when he finds 
that the bandit has stolen to save the 
woman’s ranch permits him to ride free 
across the border to Mexico. 


“The Mad Genius” 


(WARNER BROS.-VITAPHONE) 
At the Hollywood 
Producer’s footage, 7,491. Time, 82 
minutes. 
(Release date, November 7) 

This new John Barrymore vehicle is 
not as intriguing as his last one, 
Svengali. While there is something 
similar in the character, it lacks the 
Sinister aspect, the higher dramatic 
moments or sympathy that pervaded the 
Svengali role. Then, too, there was the 
love interest from the Barrymore angle 
that this one does not possess. While 
Barrymore has his feminine affairs, there 
is no love in his character. 

We have seen Barrymore in al? sorts 
of misshapen characters. In this one 
he has a clubfoot, wearing the large 
shoe and ankle braces which have kept 
him from the ambition for which his 
soul has fitted him—to become a dancer. 
Barrymore is always excellent, but for 
the lack of love interest this character 
is not as colorful or as sure Of popu- 
larity as others he has brought to the 
Screen. Michael Curtiz has done a fine 
piece of work in the direction. while the 
supporting cast, including Marian Marsh, 
Donald Cook, Charles Butterworth and 
Luis Alberni, is all that could be ex- 
pected 

The Mad Genius is based on Martin 
Brown’s The Idol. It tells of a maker of 
puppets who satisfies his ambitions to 
dance jin these dumb things that he 
makes do his will by pulling strings 
This son of a great dancer, born with a 
crippled foot, satisfies his own ambition 


to dance with these toys. He travels 
with his puppet show from town to 
town. In one town he sees a father 
chasing his young son, the boy escaping 
over fences with the agility of a deer. 
The lad, to escape the father, takes refuge 
in the show tent and is carried away by 
Barrymore, to be made into a great 
dances. He wants to place his soul in 
this boy’s marvelous body and force him 
to his commands as he did his puppets. 

Fifteen years pass and we find the 
boy, Donald Cook, as the leading dancer 
of a Russian ballet. Barrymore has 
coached him in his dancing, in his af- 
fairs of the heart and has him directly 
at his command. The boy falls in love 
with the premiere danseuse (Marian 
Marsh). Barrymore believes that to be 
a genivs a man may know women, but 
never love them, so he dismisses the 
girl from the troupe. The boy rebels 
and follows her to Paris, where they are 
living happily, tho in poor circum- 
stances. Barrymore has a contract with 
the boy and as the result he cannot get 
work. Barrymore makes the girl realize 
that she is hampering him and forces 
her to go away with a wealthy man who 
has tried to shower her with attentions. 
She leaves, and the boy returns as the 
world’s greatest dancer. In Berlin, where 
the girl lives, the opening performance 
is on and she occupies a box. The boy 
scores a triumph, and, seeing her, real- 
izes that she still loves him and had 
been forced to leave him. He refuses 
to continue the show. Barrymore, 
about this time, is attacked by his stage 
manager, a dope addict, whom the mad 
genius held under his thumb by fur- 
nishing him the drug he craved. The 
drug-crazed man in the encounter slays 
Barrymore with an ax, and as the cur- 
tain opens on the final scene of the 
ballet the mad genius is discovered 
hanging from the stage prop. The boy 
and girl become reconciled. 


DE LUXE SHOWS 


Paramount, New York 


Paramount did not take much pains 
in securing the film offering this week, 
the current picture, The Woman Be- 
tween, being a weak offering. With Cab 
Calloway as the feature name they felt 
certain of a sure draw. And the powers 
that be proved they were not wrong, for 
the biggest first-show crowd seen at the 
Paramount in several months responded. 

The presentation is divided into two 
sections, broken by the newsreel. Callo- 
way comes in the last half, bringing 
along with him a chorus of 12 girls and 
several specialty artists from the Cotton 
Club. Calloway tied the show up in a 
knot and was a genuine knockout. Open- 
ing with Harlem, introducing Cora La 
Redd, he followed with St. James In- 
firmary Blues to an enormous hand.

the epitome of grace and beautiful pre- 
cision duo work.

ERPI counsel denies it 
owes additional money 
on “bootleg seats” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—On motion by 
Nathan Burkan, attorney for Sam Fox, 
who seeks to have the Fox-ERPI-MPPA 
suit remanded back to State Court from 
Federal Court, where it went auto- 
matically last week upon application of 
ERPI, briefs were asked for by the court 
and these were filed yesterday. The 
court now has the matter under advise- 
ment and may take an indefinite time 
to decide whether or not the action will 
continue in the United States District 
Court or the Supreme Court of this 
State. 

In the meantime counsel for ERPI 
has filed a general denial that it owes 
any additional synchronization money 
on the so-called “bootleg seats.” These 
refer to the possible 200,000 extra that 
John G. Paine, of MPPA, is seeking from 
ERPI from houses other than those 
equipped with Electrical Research Prod- 
ucts, Inc., equipment. 

Fox had asked ERPI for an accounting 
of this, as well as other moneys in their 
action for receivership to hold the 
money and restrain any of the other 
publishers from receiving their share. 
The sum. actually collected from ERPI 
so far this year is about $300,000 and 
is for the use of copyrighted music on 
sound films. 


Durium Adds Tune to Records 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24. — The Durium 
Record has introduced an innovation by 
adding three choruses of a non-copy- 
righted tune to its regular song release 
On each record. Thru the use of a non- 
copyrighted number Durium pays royalty 
on only one tune, and now is paying one 
cent a record on release date with a 
check for 250,000 records. Copyright law 
states that record manufacturers should 
pay two cents a song, but publishers 
have been taking a cut in order to get 
the guaranteed sales of 250,000 records 
and the $2,500 check on day of release. 
Record is distributed thru news agencies 
and retails for 15 cents.

T SEEMS almost incredible that all 

the music men, as well as others, 

involved in the ERPI-MPPA-FOX syn- 
chronization money tangle, should allow 
the differences to actually go to court, 
with the inevitable result of long- 
drawn-out litigation and consequent 
dissipation of a good share of the $500,- 
000 involved. 

On every side there are lawyers who 
must be paid. Every publisher will have 
his time taken up in court. The money 
itself is tied up, and there is nothing 
in sight but trouble. After the matter 
was already in the courts and further 
delay assured do the transfer from State 
to Federal jurisdiction, then the Fox 
forces let out a feeler for arbitration. 
Best thing that can happen would be 
the removal of the case from the costly 
litigation path it has now taken. 

Saddest angle on the whole thing ts 
that not all of the dough tied up is 
involved in the specific differences up 
before the court. It is relatively a small 
portion, and there have been similar 
differences on the ERPI money in the 
past. But the money, exclusive of that 
involved in a squabble, was always sepa- 
rated and distributed, and the amount 
fought over was set aside until settled 
one way or the other. 

Why this procedure was not followed 
this time is probably a matter which 
the publishers or their attorneys must 
have decided between themselves or 
overlooked. Or, perhaps, Sam Fox 
wanted nearly all of it. E. C. Mills 
used to separate the royalties from 
sound films in this matter, and if John 
G. Paine, present head of MPPA and 
agent and trustee of such monies, did 
not do it, there was, no doubt, sufficient 
reason To change the agent and trustee 
would but add to the trouble and lower- 
ing of the sum in question. 

Just how Fox expects to gain any 
additional money by having a receiver 
put in charge of the funds collected is 
problematical. The money must be dis- 
tributed according to the number of 
points in favor of each publisher. While 
Fox claims considerable of his music 
was used in synchronizing films, other 
publishers are of the belief that Fox, 
without a single outstanding hit song 
during the year, is asking too great a 
share of the money. Also, the other 
music men allege much of the music 
Fox claims was used in movies was not 
recorded by ERPI equipment and so not 
subject for additional share of ERPI 
money. And, of course, there are other 
sinister charges which remain to be 
thrashed cut before the judge. 


EGARDLESS of how dark some spots 
may be in the music-publishing 
field, there is always one that is 

bright with a capital “B.” Everyone in 
the industry knows he can cry on any- 
body’s shoulder, be yessed and then 
given the well-known run around. On 
the shoulders of Jerry Vogel you have 
to laugh and you wind up with a defi- 
nite promise at least, if not being 
granted the request immediately. It 
doesn’t seem possible that so busv a 
man as the head of one of the world’s 
leading sheet-music jobbing houses 
would find so much time to do unfor- 
tunate and helpless mankind so much 
ood 


good. 

Thruout the year, on Sundays, holi- 
days and whenever time permits, Jerry 
and his gang journey to the hospitals, 
insane asylums and other public insti- 
tutions and spread not only cheer and 
entertainment, but leave for each in- 
mate candy. cigarets, cake, fruit and 
other luxuries. Every other Sunday dur- 
ing the winter months he also does his 
stuff at the municipal lodging houses 
and piers. 

This writer had an appointment with 
Jerry one Sunday last spring. In reality 
it was a dinner engagement, which in- 
cluded @ prominent radio crooner and 
orchestra leader. Jerry said, “Make it 
about noontime and meet me at the 
municipal pier, East 25th street.” We 
arrived at the out-of-the-way pier and 
found several thousand men of every 
description waiting in lines to he fed. 
Jerry had music and other entertain- 
ment there and was augmenting the 
city handout with doughnuts, cake, etc., 
while two girls were giving away ciga- 
rets. This chronicler handed out dough- 
nuts for more than three hours and 
thought it was a big day, but it had 
only started. Jerry had the remainder 
of his stuff moved two blocks to Belle- 
vue Hospital, and the rounds of the t.-b. 


wards were made, where the nurses and, 


Patients received the cake as tho they 


had been anxiously waiting for it all 
week. To really call it a day, the re- 
maining crumbs in boxes were carted 
over to Madison Square, and the hun- 
dreds of pigeons were given a treat. 
Did you ever hear of a guy like that? 

At this time of the year Jerry starts 
his fund by contributing $100 out of 
his own pocket and the various branches 
of the music industry hasten to help 
with sums large and small. Jerry grate- 
fully acknowledges these sums and al- 
ways has enough to get started with a 
Thanksgiving Day party at a Long Is- 
land asylum where the little luxuries 
are appreciated to no end of happiness. 
Last year he received more than $4,000, 
and the fund lasted until spring. This 
department would like to see the fund 
greater than ever. Even a $! bill buys a 
lot of stuff, and Jerry Vogel may be 
addressed care of the Plaza Music Com- 
pany, New York. 

This may sound like Mark Hellinger 
was on the job, but we don’t mind 
saying the day spent with Jerry couldn't 
even be spoiled by hearing Rudy Vallee 
scream backstage at the Brooklyn Para- 
mount, “No, for what®”. and “I’m gon- 
ner write the lyric myself.”

better choice might have been made. 
Sometimes when Browne and Miss Fuller 
were alone on the stage, as they were 
thruout the enfire second act, the 
darkling breath of M. Raynal’s ominous 
dawn rushed stark and brooding across 
the footlights But so soon as Reed 
came on the scene, just so soon did the 
audience realize that they were watch- 
ing a theatrical production, and not a 
very good theatrical production at that. 
He destroyed all possible illusion, read- 
ing his lines like something from a 
copybook, and going woefully false in 
his more emotional moments. 

Browne, however, was splendid. At 
times he lifted the play bodily above its 
production—and, there may be a sus- 
picion, above its author too—to make 
of it a powerful, taut whiplash beating 
the minds and emotions of the custom- 
ers out front. His shattered, war- 
doomed soldier was a genuine and effec- 
tive creation. 

At least The Unknown Warrior will 
give out-of-town audiences a chance to 
see Maurice Browne. And the faults in 
production and direction may be reme- 
died by. the time it hits the road. Let’s 
hope so. EUGENE BURR.

The Tent Show of Tomorrow 


Despite the wail of the pessimists the 
tent theater is far from being an amuse- 
ment institution of the past. It is a 
present-day institution and will con- 
tinue to thrive, while many other 
counter forms of amusement will be 
relegated to the scrap heap. But in or- 
der for the tent theater to survive it is 
essential that it move along with the 
parade of progress and not stumble into 
the pitfalls of retrogression. 


While the passing season will no doubt 
be referred to as the most disastrous in 
the history of tent repertoire experience 
—yet there are many tent-show owners 
who actually made money this season. 
However, they are not the type of tent- 
show owners who opened the season un- 
der a shroud of pessimism—expecting to 
take the count from week to week. They 
held their chins aloof for the proverbial 
“crack on the chin” and were ready to 
fall at the sound of the gong.* 


Fear predominated in the hearts cf 
Many tent-show owners at the opening 
of the season. Many of them took their 
outfits out of storage with the ex- 
pectancy of not making a dollar. While 
they were indeed courageous to attempt 
to combat the unfavorable conditions 
that confronted them, yet the shadow 
of fear caused them to figure on oOpen- 
ing their season with as small an out- 
lay of cash as possible and to use every 
method of entrenchment they could con- 
ceive. They saved the price of paint, 
ropes, wiring, scenery, repairs and other 
essentials that are usually a part of the 
busy preparations around the winter 
quarters'or at the opening stand. They 
dug down in the remote corners of their 
trunks and property boxes in search of 
moth-eaten manuscripts of plays that 
had long been forgotten and resurrected 
them under modern titles. True— 
many of the plays that comprised the 
repertoire of days gone by might please

far better than some of the plays of to- 
day-—but it was not the offering of old 
plays under new names that hurt—but 
the deception on the part of these tent- 
show managers who tried in vain to 
force on their patrons entertainment 
not to their liking. Proverbially speak- 
ing, “they were hungry for amusement 
and they were given stones instead of 
bread.” 


The 1931 tent-show season will soon 
be but a memory for many Midwest 
tent-show owners who operate exclusive- 
ly in the Middle West during the sum- 
mer season. Others will move their out- 
fits toward Southern climes, so as to 
prolong their season and share in the 
circulation of money derived from crops 
that are harvested late in the fall. The 
extra weeks in Southern territory often 
help to offset any losses that might have 
occurred during the early part of the 
season, when cold and rainy weather 
usually cuts down the box-office re- 
ceipts. 

A disastrous season may not have been 
in vain for some of the tent-show 
managers, as a lessOn can be learned 
from even lesser things than a bad sea~- 
son. There is always an excuse why the 
tent-theater patrons didn’t attend the 
show. Some of the excuses are plausi- 
ble, while others are not worth the 
proverbial grain of salt. However, if 
there are plausible excuses why they 
remained away from the tent show this 
season, other than the lack of spending 
money for amusements, then those ex- 
cuses should be delved into and an ef- 
fort made to overcome them, during the 
1932 season. 


An investigation may reveal many 
plausible excuses for lack of attendance 
at the tent shows this season. Perhaps 
the repertcire of plays was not up to 
the previous seasons, or not in compari- 
son with those that were offered by the 
company that played the city prior to 
your engagement. It might have been 
that the show was not as extensively ad- 
vertised as in previous seasons. “He 
who whispers down the well, about the 
goods he has to sell, will not make as 
many golden dollars as he who climbs 
a tree and hollers.”” Perhaps that long, 
tiresome wait before deciding to start 
the shaw might be a plausible excuse— 
as some tent-show owners have held 
their curtain-raising time until 9 o’clock, 
waiting for those who were working 
late—but who never arrived. Perhaps 
the shabby appearance of the outfit—- 
in fact, many excuses might be given 
in answer to the query—‘Why didn’t 
they come to see my show?” 


The tent show of tomorrow may be a 
new institution, or it may be the same 
Old “rag opery” of today, dressed up in 
new attire. However, there is an op- 
portunity to introduce many new inno- 
vations with “the tent show of tomor- 
row” and if the owners of tent shows 
will introduce new methods to stimu- 
late interest in their attractions they 
will profit accordingly. 


Why not hold an exposition in con- 
junction with the tent theater? This is 
feasible. An extra tent could be erected 
as an entrance to the dramatic tent the- 
ater, in the same manner as the men- 
agerie tent adjoins the circus tent, where 
the performances are given. In this 
tent exhibits of national advertised 
products as well as local products could 
be on display—radios, tires. washing 
machines, motor cars, automobile acces- 
sories, home-grown products. etc. A 
Style show could‘also be worked in con- 
junction with*the exhibits, with musical 
programs interspersed so as to keep the 

ators amused until the time set 
for the opening of the doors to “the big 
show.” An exposition of this kind 
would bring in revenue from the ex- 
hibits and would keep that class of pa- 
trong who come to the showgrounds 
early in the evening in good mood until 
the time for the curtain to rise on the 
first act. 


Another form of entertainment will 
eventually be introduced to combat pic- 
ture-show opposition and to bring back 
to the tent-theater fold that class of

former tent-show patrons who quit at- 
tending. these shows on account of hav- 
ing to wait until 9 o’clock for the show, 
to commence. To meet these conditions 
a feature talking picture will start the 
show at 7 o’clock, with pictures and 
specialties or presentations, keeping the 
patrons entertained until 8 o'clock at 
which time the curtain will rise on the 
first act of the drama. The performance 
will be over at 9 o'clock and those who 
came late could remain for the second 
showing of the feature picture. Quite a 
number of theaters and stock companies 
thruout the country are operating suc- 
cessfully along these lines at the present 
time. 


Permanent summer engagements in 
large cities thruout the country and 
other innovations will be in the offing 
during the 1932 tent-show season. Any 
legitimate proposition to bring back to 
the tent-theater fold the clientele that 
was “conspicuous by its absence” dur- 
ing the past season will be welcomed by 
the owners of tent-show enterprises. 


However, we all know that the tent 
show was not the only institution that 
felt the effects of the depression during 
the current year, as many other lines of 
theatrical and commercial pursuit suf- 
fered accordingly. It was a bad season 
for many, we must admit, but let us 
look with optimism to better business 
conditions and a big increase in receipts 
with the tent show of tomorrow.—Gor- 
don-Howard News.

These sta- 
tions, KTAB, San Francisco, and WCAB, 
Allentown, Pa., permitted so-called as- 
trologers to answer personal questions 
for which there was a charge. Major 
General C. McK. Saltzman, chairman of 
the Federal Radio Commission, in a let- 
ter to Julien J. Proskauer, chairman of 
the press bureau of Parent Assembly 
No. 1, Society of American Magicians, 
dated October 16, stated that: 

“Upon frequent occasions there has 
been brought to the attention of the 
commission complaints against radio 
stations broadcasting fortune-telling, 
lotteries, games of chance, gift enter- 
prises, or similar schemes offering prizes 
dependent in whole or in part upon lot 
or chance. On that subject the com- 
mission has to say: 

“*There exists a doubt that such 
broadcasts are in the public interest. 
Complaints from a substantial number 
of listeners against any broadcasting 
station presenting such programs will 
result in the station’s application for 
renewal of license being set for a hear- 
ing.’” 


THE NEW YORK EVENING JOUR- 
NAL, under the heading “Seers Get the 
Air—End of Profitable Bunk,” devoted 
quite some space, and stated, among 
other things, that “the Society of 
American Magicians, which has devoted 
itself to eradicating such nuisances, is 
to be thanked for this.”

see that no more tricks, which are ca- 
pable of being used by legitimate ma- 
gicians, be exposed in connection with 
this campaign, notwithstanding the fact 
that some persons may be using these 
tricks for fraudulent purposes.” In 
commenting on the resolution, Woben- 
smith says: “The adoption of this reso- 
lution should in no sense be taken to 
be an indorsement of anyone who is 
using ee principles for frauduient 
purposes.

We learned right then and there that 
the lady was not only giving herself 
facials, for which she used to pay out 
good money and plenty, but she was 
shampooing, waving and setting her own 
hair. Ci! The shekels she was saving 
Lawsy, we almost forgot 
to tell you that she was doing her own 
manicuring these days, too. 

Didn’t we tell you all the lowdown on 
how to give ycurself the right home 
manicure? Sure we did, and also in- 
structions on how to shampoo, wave and 
set the hair. So now we give you a 
little lesson cn how to give yourself the 
correct home facial pack. A pack, by 
the way, does wonders in driving out 
blackheads and skin blemishes, and it is 
a peach for correcting sallow skin and 
firming the muscles of the face and 
throat. 


We needn’t stress the importance of 
first thoroly cleansing the face and 
throat. Just use your cleansing cream 
or oil and remove surplus and grime 
with cleansing tissues. You may or may 
not apply a skin tonic. If you have it 
so much the better, but if you have 
cleansed the skin perfectly you can 
eliminate the skin tonic for this proce- 
dure. 


Most important is the application of 
a good, rich nourishing cream. Regu- 
late the amount used according to your 
special skin needs. An oily skin will 
not require as much of the nourishing 
cream as a dry skin. The right kind 
of nourishing cream is a boon to the 
dry skin. Let the cream seep down 
into the pores. 


Next apply the face pack directly to 
the skin. There are many good packs 
to be found in the better-grade shops 
and stores. Choose a brand which is 
nationally known. Some of the packs 
are in semi-liquid state, ready for appli- 
cation in cream form. Others must be 
mixed with water or a little of your 
skin tenic or even witch-hazel. Apply 
with the fingertips, covering the throat 
and face completely. Put on thick and 
smoothly, giving extra portions about 
the nose and chin and around the tem- 
ples and eyes. 


You may ieave it on anywhere from 
20 minutes to three-quarters of an hour, 
depending upon the sensitiveness of 
your skin. You will feel the tingling 
and tightening sensation which in- 
creases as the preparation dries. Remove 
with warm water or cleansing cream. 
Your face will glow with a clean, soft 
new velvet texture. 


The best face packs are those in the 
soft, cream form. They are easily and 
simply applied and just as easily re- 
moved. Not at all like the old-fashioned 
mud packs that were a day’s work to 
apply and take off. 


The pack will have brought to the 
surface every tiny particle of dirt and 
grime, and you will be able to see how 
perfectly clean are the pores. The thing 
to do now is to close them so that no 
particle may penetrate them in their 
pristine beauty. Immediately apply 
your astringent with cotton and, if pos- 
sible. encase a piece of ice in a soft 
towel and smooth over the face and 
neck. Then apply a second coat of 
astringent. Just see if everyone you 
meet doesn’t remark ongour soft, lovely 
complexion. 

Try and give yourself a facial pack 
twice a month. It will keep your skin 
clean ang young. The home pack can 
be just as effective as the high-priced 
treatments at a shop and, dearie, for 
less than one-third the price. 

Best time for a pack is at night just 


before retiring.

Shubert Difficulties a Calamity 


It is with regret that the Actors’ 
Equity Association has learned of the 
appointment of receivers for the Shu- 
bert Theater Corporation, the control- 
ling corporation for the far-flung organ- 
ization built up by the Shubert Brothers 
over a period. of more than quarter of 
a century. 

Equity has not always been in accord 
with the Shuberts. On many occasions 
it has fought the Shuberts, and the 
fights have been hard and bitter ones. 
And, yet, Equity realizes that the Shu- 
berts are big business in the theater; 
that they are, as a matter of fact, the 
largest single employers of actors in the 
legitimate theater. 

‘And so Equity hopes ‘that the Shu- 
berts will find means at hand to ride 
out the present financial storm and to 
insure a continuous flow of productions 
from their office. 

Just how serious the difficulties may 
be Equity has no way of knowing, but 
they are likely to be serious enough, in all 
conscience. For this receivership arrives 
at the moment when industry is most 


straitened by two years of unprece-, 


dented financial difficulties and when 
valuable assets which the Shuberts may 
possess in real estate and other exten- 
sions of their remarkable financial sys- 
tem are least liquid. 

Employment in the theater is precari- 
ous at best, and there is need for every 
producer. “The theater could ill spare 
this producing firm with its activities 
calling for the services of so many and 
such diverse players. Equity hopes that 
it will not have to face this prospect. 


Skullduggery in Our Midst! 


Announcement of a scientific discov- 
ery, carth-skaking in its importance, 
has been delayed by what can only be 
described as a conspiracy of silence on 
the part of at least one newspaper 
reporter. 

The conspiracy began, innocently 
enough (thereby differentiating it from

lead him frequently to Equity head- 
quarters. 

“Mr. Chipman,” began our executive 
secretary, “how would you like a story 
that would rock not only the theater, 
but all of civilization to its depths. I, 
Mr. Chipman, know such a story!” 

“Oh, yeah?” replied Chipman, feign- 
ing an indifference he did not feel. 

“Oh, yeah,” retorted the executive 
secretary, thereby scoring little casino 
and coming close to a touchdown on 
his four-spade bid. “Only,” continued 
Dullzell, leaning close and fingering the 
.45-caliber automatic, which he wears 
as a watch charm, “I want $5,000 for 
Spilling it.” 

“Oh, yeah?”, answered Chipman, 
rather faintly. (He seemed to be en- 
countering considerable difficulty in 
getting by this preliminary remark—an 
indication of the seriousness of the 
situation—for Chipman is seldom at a 
loss for adequate words.) 

“Oh, yeah,” shouted Dullzell, and this 
time there was no doubt that he had 
made a home run in which every post 
had been a winning post “To almost 
any Other paper I wouldn't give it for 
less than $10,000 or $15,000. But out 
of friendship to The Telegraph, Ill let 
you have it for five grand!” 

“Oh, yeah?”, even more faintly, but 
with a definite touch of that skepticism 
which only the well-trained reporter 
knows 50 well how to wear. 

“Oh—say, listen. Dont say that again. 
Don’t you know how to say anything 
else?”

“I can’t tell you, without telling you,” 
replied Dullzell. “I might say that it 
concerns the fact that I know where 
there are two skulls of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, one when he was two years old 
and the other at the age of 40. But 
why should I? If I did tell you that 
you might guess what the story was 
about, and that’s worth $5,000 to me.” 

“Oh, ye-es,” and Chipman went away 
from there in a great hurry. It takes 
so much digging to dislodge a .45 bullet 
from under the skin. 

But that did not prevent Chipman 
from drafting and setting up the fol- 
lowing dispatch, presumably from 
Boston: 


“DULLZELL AGAIN 
JARS WORLD 


“Discovers Two Skulls of Franklin 
—Other Scientists Tear Hair 
“(Special to The Morning Telegraph) 

“BOSTON, Oct. 9. — Scientific circles 
here are stirred by advice that Paul 
Dulizell, eminent archeologist. has dis- 
covered two skulls of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, one when Franklin was at the age 
of two, and the other when he was 11.” 
(Here was a vicious distortion. The sec- 
Ond skull was at the age of 40, at which 
time, of course, the skull was much 
larger and more valuable than it would 
have been at 11, or indeed at any other 
age up to and including 39. But that 
is what reporters will do even to the 
most scientific discoveries.) 

“Professor Cabot Lowell Lodge, of 
Harvard, immediately announced he 
would start a hunt for the third skull, 
which is believed to be the only other 
in existence. It is said to be the largest 
of the three. Lowell learned about it 
from an old newspaper clipping in 
which Franklin was quoted as saying, 
‘Wow! I’ve got a skull that was meant 
for a horse!’ 


“Mr. Dullzell, it will be recalled, first 
gained the attention of scientists in 
1903, when he announced he had found 
two skulls of General Cornwallis, one 
when Cornwallis was 17, and the other 
when he was 34.” (This was some time 
before his surrender at Yorktown, of 
course, and neither of these to be com- 
pared in historical value with the one 
he wore on that occasion, but consider- 
ing that Dullzell was also a young man 
and using a youth’s skull, himself, it 
was a sufficiently creditable exploit. And 
those who know him feel that were he 
not confined by the duties of this asso- 
ciation he would probably discover 
skulls far outweighing any turned out 
up to this time, whenever he chose to 
do so. But to continue—). 

“Dulizell, a former Boston boy, gave 
two of them to Harvard, three to Yale 
and the other four wound up as watch 
charms for the Mary Brothers.” 

And that was all. Not a word as to 
the circumstances cf the discovery, 
which were quite as curious as anything 
else in this story—not even a cipher 
of the $5,000 which might have been 
$10,000 or $15,000 in any other office. 
And, which is still more offensive, not 
even a word of this story in The Tele- 
graph. 

There scems to be skullduggery in our 
midst.

Chorus Equity Assn.

Thirty-eight new members joined the 
Chorus Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement 
of claims for Peter Alexief, Iva Butenka, 
Louis Brown, Charlotte Davis, Tonia 
Desiatoff, Dave Fillman, Marge Hylan, 
Marion Hylan, Elizabeth Huyler, Roder- 
ick Howard, Fred Holmes, Olia Hohloff, 
Ruth Jewel, Joseff Jankorsky. Innocent 
Jilin, Olga Lubomudroff, Nadia Pomo- 
cheff, Alexander Romonoff, Robert 
Rochford, Albert Schwab, Hazel S&t. 
Amant, Neida Snow, Nicholas Tochinsky, 
Alexis Vassilieff and Pania Vassilieff. 

A notice given during or before a per- 
formance is effective two weeks follow. 
ing the date that the chorus member 
receives the notice. A predated notice is 
not legal, and the association cannot 
permit its members to be dismissed on 
such a notice. We have recently had a 
case in which a notice was dated three 
days earlier than it was given to the 
member. Irrespective of the date ap- 
pearing on the notice, the two weeks is 
counted from the date the notice is 
received. 


The reason for this interpretation of 
a two weeks’ notice should be apparent. 
Were we to allow predated notices, we 
might find ourselves in the position 
where the member receiving the notice 
really had no notice of the discontinua- 
tion of his employment. The notice 
could be dated two weeks prior to the 
time it was handed the member. 


Because the Chorus Equity insisted 
that a group of 16 people were working 
under the jurisdiction of the associa- 
tion, each one of these 16 members 
had an increase of $5 a week in salary— 
to bring it up to our minimum. As 
the dues are $1 a month, in less than 
three weeks these people will have paid 
their dues for a year from the increase 
and the balance of the run the $5 is 
clear profit because of the existence of 
the association. 

Occasionally we have complaints from 
the Theatrical Wardrobe Attendants’ 
Union that our members are acting as 
dressers for principals, in addition to 
their chorus work. This is clearly an 
infringement on the jurisdiction of the 
Wardrobe Union. The Chorus Equity 
insists that every person working in the 
chorus must have a Chorus Equity card 
—the Wardrobe Union has an equal 
right to insist that work that is under 
its jurisdiction should be performed 

its members. As members of the 
American Federation of Labor, it is not 
only your duty to uphold your own or- 
ganization, but you must do nothing to 
weaken another. 


Our Employment Bureau has a call 
for young women for sales work on com- 
mission. The work is not difficult. The 
selling should be easy, and any member 
who is working could easily combine 
this sales work with an engagement. A 
25 per cent commission is paid. Mem- 
bers who are interested should call at 
the Chorus Equity office for further 
particulars. 


Occasionally members who have been 
dismissed without notice charged with 
intoxication have complained that the 
charge was unfounded. Of course, in 
all such cases, the burden of proof is 
on the manager making the charge. 
However, members who feel that they 
have been dismissed unjustly could 
strengthen their cases if they would see 
the deputy of the company immediate- 
ly after the charge is made. In that 
way they would have a witness. If 
the member is innocent he would have 
nothing to fear in seeing the deputy. 
If he jis guilty he has no case anyway. 

All members holding cards paid to No- 
vember 1, i931, will owe $6 on that date 
to place themselves in good standing to 
May 1. 1932. In mailing your dues to 
the office do not send cash, send a 
check or money order made payable to 
the Chorus Equity Association.

Report of New York Theater League 
Is Hopeful Augury for the Future 


HE report’of six months of activity 

which Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser 

to the League of New York Theaters, 
submitted to League members at their an- 
nual meeting recently was a summary of 
highly encouraging signs. The encourage- 
ment lay not in the fact that the League 
has accomplished any definitely great 
amount of good for legit in its first half year 
of existence, but in auguries for the future. 
Always, as it cannot too often be said, the 
hope of legit growth as an industry and a 
power lies in the internal co-operation of the 
employer group of the theater. Managers 
heretofore have foolishly scattered their 
forces, each one going out for himself and 
himself alone. There is no definite. promise 
that the League will continue to present a 
united industrial front to labor groups and 
outside interests: hut, with six months of 
groundwork behind it, it at least has a 
healthy chance, 

No one in his senses could expect that 
the report of the first half vear would show 
any great amount of actual achievement. 
The theater is one of the nation’s most dis- 
organized industries, its component parts 
are not only unco-operative, but often at 
open war with one another, it is split into 
small groups, and its workers are under the 
weight of a long tradition of individuality. 

Considering these things, what the 
League has managed to accomplish in the 
short space in which it has functioned is 
surprising—and decidedly hopeful. A united 
front has heen shown to at least one outside 
interest--the railroads. Group negotiations 
have been entered into with labor, instead 
of the former individual bickering. Those 
negotiations have been successful with the 
scenic artists, partially successful with the 
stagehands, and a large factor in achieving 
the desired result between teamsters and 
transfer owners. A plan for the formation 
of a legit wheel has been formulated, and the 


’ 


chances are that the plan will be in actual 
operation by next fall at the latest. A seli- 
censoring system for the theater has been 
perfected with Equity aid, and there have 
been various other things, notably the lay- 
ing of groundwork for co-operation and 
group bargaining. 

The League is looking ahead, planning 
to continue and develop those movements 
already started, and to start others in the 
future. One of the items in the campaign 
for next vear will be legislation to allow 
for the presentation in New York of legit 
shows on Sunday, which has been under 
agitation for some time. 

The League, after its first six months, 
can look back upon a reasonably solid 
record, and forward to a future which may 
in the long run be responsible for a great 
rebirth of legit. That future, however, de- 
pends upon the attitude of individual mem- 
bers. If they are willing to continue co- 
operating for the general good, there is no 
limiting the extent to which the League can 
carry them. If they revert to their old 
attitude of Bs Pinas gain and individual 
enmity, the League, like the organizations 
that have gone before it, is doomed. 


Cireus Troupers Benefit Thru 
Truck Method of Transportation 


HF i931 cireus season is gradually 
drawing to a close. There are still a 

few shows on the road, but most of 

the larger aggregations either folded a 
month or two ago or in the last two weeks. 

Of the shows still en tour only one is 2 
railroad organization-—the Sparks Circus. 
A similar condition prevailed last year in 
that motorized circuses had a longer season 
than railroad outfits, Most if not all of the 
truck shows were not only getting enough 
of the wherewithal, because of lower trans- 
portation costs, to keep going, but were able 
1c put some money aside. Naturally, this 
long season for the overland shows was a 
Llessing for many troupers——executive staff, 
advance, musicians, performers, working- 
men, etc.—and the same can be said for 
these shows season of 1931. 

The Ringling Bros. and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus this year had an unusually 
early ‘closing—September 14—in fact, it was 
the earliest finish for the Big One since the 
combination of Ringling Bros. and Barnum 
& Bailey was effected. In 1930 the railroad 
show brought its season to an end October 
10, which was its earliest folding, as a com- 
bination, up to that time. 

The 101 Ranch Wild West, on rails, had 
a disastrous and abrupt ending this year at 
Washington, D. C., August 4, and owing to 
financial difficulties had to remain in that 
city for more than two weeks* before being 
shipped back to Marland, Okla., its winter’ 
quarters. 

Another railroad show that had an early 
and sudden finish in 1931 was the Robbins 
Bros.’ Circus, winding up at Mobile, Ala., 
September 12. The abrupt folding was a 
surprise to many, because it was understood 
the show had a good season. 

If any of the circuses show a profit this 
season-—and no doubt, there are some that 
will—it will not be anywhere near that of 
prosperous years, Of course, general bust- 
ness conditions prevalent thruout the coun- 
try are to be blamed principally for this 
situation, but one thing is certain, as proved 
seasons of 1930 and 1931, and that is, circus 
troupers have benefited from the longer 
period of employment thru motorized equip- 
ment, making it possible to keep shows go- 
ing’at lower transportation costs than if 
moved on rails. 


Burly Must Be Strengthened by Wheel 
Bosses in Order To Survive Crisis 


HE. current season is probably one of 

the most trying and important in the 

history of burlesque. Much depends 
on the condition in which the industry finds 
itself on completion of the present flurry, 
and if it finishes up weakly, with the pro- 
ducers not feeling that it was worth while, 
then this branch of the amusement field is 
pretty well at the end of its rope A circuit 
without a free line of producers will mean 
nothing. Stock houses,on their own shoe- 
string abilitw will be but the remnants of a 
once flourishing form of entertainment. 

Should producers wind up the season 
satisfied that they made little money, due 
solely to general depression and other 
breaks, then burlesque still has a good 
chance to do a comeback. Whatever is their 
decision, it will hold the very life and future 
of burlesque in its content. 

Every constructive force that the circuit 
heads can bring about to strengthen bur- 
lesque right now should be brought out with 
all of the forces at their command. This is 
the crisis in burly’s illness and everyone 
with the industry’s welfare at heart should 
take cognizance of this fact and pass up 
petty squabbles. 


Fearful of Chicago World’s Fair’s 
Success Because of Attitude Taken 


66 T WOULD settle the minds of a good 
many of us if we knew what is going 
to happen during the Chicago Expo- 

sition of 1933,” said Edward Moore, promi- 

nent journalist and musical authority, in 

The Chicago Tribune, Sunday, October 18. 

Moore’s statement-echoes the sentiment 
of thousands of Chicagoans and hundreds 
of show people interested in seeing the Cen- 
tury of Progress made an outstanding suc- 
cess, but fearful that the insufferably high- 
hat, public-be-damned attitude adopted by 
exposition officials might result in the 
project being a deplorable flop. Suggestions 
that showmanship and practical expasition 

showmen were needed to make the tair a 

success have heen contemptuously thrust 

aside with the intimation that showmen are 
not “our sort” and have no place in the 
scheme of things. The International Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions offered the 
co-operation of its members and was beau- 
tifully high-hatted. The same thing hap- 
pened to a number of well-known showmen 

Very little definite information as to 
what the exposition will offer has been given 
the public. Practically all such official in- 
formation has concerned the various scien- 
tific exhibits. No hint of entertainment fea- 
tures, musical programs or anything of that 
sort. So far, as Edward Moore points out. 

“about all that has heen made public has 

come from the outside, and being from the 

outside, can hardly be thought of as official. 

Half-way measures are doomed be- 
fore they start. At best they wil! be com- 
monplace. At the worst they will make the 
exposition and Chicago a laughing stock.” 

It has been stated by officials that there 
will be an amusement zone, but they have 
given no hint as to what form it will take. 

Keports are that the amusements will be 

restricted to a comparatively small area 

and that among the brilliant (perhaps 
scarlet is more truly descriptive) names 
officials have mentioned for the midway are 

“The Line,” “The Zone” and “The Barbary 

Coast.” Showmen have expressed surprise 

that such names should be given a moment's 

consideration in view of the supposedly high 
plane on which exposition was to be kept.

And mindreading (?) and kindred 
works, when performed solely for enter- 
tainment, without any private readings 
or advice whatsoever, comes under this 
class. Typical of these is Mercedes and 
his marvelous musical mindreading. 

As to exposure. Being president of the 
SAM out here, I have many requests for 
this sort of work. Here is how I go 
about it: I have a straight magical show 
on first, if for no other reason, to con- 
vince them that I am a magician and 
nothing else. Then I do the stunts of the 
fakers, but explain that all the ap- 
paratus, etc., is magic apparatus, swiped 
by these fakers for their own ends. Were 
I to expose the workings I would ex- 
pose magic..And they take my word for 
it that it is fake, that I am no wonder 
worker, but merely an entertainer. If 
they insist on an exposure that they can 
see, I do the stunt Houdini showed me 
many years ago and used to use himself, 
that of switching slates so the whole 
audience can see it, except the victim 
on the stage. This can do no harm to 
the legitimate performer, but it most 
certainly shows up the private crook. 

Hope that you will see fit to exonerate 
our assembly.

There is no doubt that the grafting 
type of mental acts (those who give 
private readings, etc.) do a great deal 
of harm in more ways than one, while 
the straight act, presented as entertain- 
ment, can do @ great deal of good and 
afford a pleasant and satisfactory per- 
formance by the proper handling of 
questions, 


If, however, the SAM desires to clean 
the ranks of the grafters and fakers let 
it be more consistent. The field is 
broad. Let them do something definite 
about the grafters and exposers in their 
own field. It is serious and deplorable 
when a magician who has spent much 
money and effort in perfecting his pro- 
gram is interrupted in the presentation 
of his feature trick or illusion by the 
remark of some small boy in the audi- 
ence similar to this: “Aw, that’s a fake!

There is no better time than right now 
for the theatrical (and all other pro- 
fessions for that matter) to put the 
skids under the all-too-prevalent grafter, 
crook and parasite. 

As far as the SAM is concerned in 
its weeding-out process, it is not at all 
necessary to enlighten the public as to 
the “modus operandi” of any type of 
mental act. To do so would be Unfair 
to the performers with ability and répu- 
tation as clean workers who have a lot 
of time and money invested. A good act 
deserves support and protection whether 
it is playing in Podunk or Pittsburgh.

We continue to hear of cities and 
towns being closed to carniyals, of pro- 
hibitive license fees and of inordinate 
regulations that have to be complied 
with before a license is procured. These 
conditions, as we know, are customarily 
brought about thru the machinations of 
mercenary merchants, malicious news- 
paper propaganda or other hostile in- 
fluences. ‘ 

How long will carnival owners remain 
submissive to the injustices of these 
procedures? 

It is comprehensible that the condi- 
tions described will become increasingly 
prevalent if not arrested at the incipient 

age. 

If carnival owners do not desire the 
eventual obliteration of their means of 
livelihood, due to closed cities and towns 
and prohibitive license fees, they must 
not procrastinate, but exert every effort 
to combat this menace. . 

Carnivals, being legitimate enterprises 
engaged in Interstate commerce, are 
wae to some rights, according to the 
aw. °* 

The validity of an ordinance enacted 
to prevent entry of carnivals to a city 
or town is questionable. Prohibitive 
license fees anc the passing of inordinate 
regulations enacted to produce similar 
results also appear to be invalid. 

Carnivals must cease being prey to the 
whims of monopolistic interests. Legal 
aid should be engaged to contest any 
statute detrimental to the carnival’s 
welfare. 

Plans should be formulated at once to 
remedy the situation that is menacing 
the welfare of the most popular of out- 
door amusements, the carnival.

Wants Park Men To Visualize 
This Winter for Next Season 


ROCKVILLE, Conn., Oct. 24.—The park 
proposition has become a problem that 
requires close study and earnest effort 
to advance it, and with an intelligent 
exchange of ideas this can be accom- 
plished.

Bath-house rentals and suits showed a 
falling off, altho there was no charge for 
park entrance. There was a noticeable 
tendency on part of bathers to economize 
by avoiding even nominal rental fees. 
This also was reflected in receipts from 
rides and water slides. 

Restaurant receipts dropped off, with 
pronounced tendency of visitors to bring 
their lunches. Ballroom was about two- 
thirds normal for Saturday and holidays, 
with decrease during the week, definite 
evidence that young peOple were econo- 
mizing or were without funds to dance 
more than once a week. Many of the 
finest orchestras were featured, with add- 
ed attractions such as “The Brick Tops,” 
“Peaches Browning,” “Blanche Calloway” 
and “the American Beauties” drawing 
top attendance. 

Miniature golf was operated at Sandy 
Beach unprofitably and with little evi- 
dence of enthusiasm. Beauty contests 
maintained usual interest and, in con- 
junction with eight “American. Beauties” 
playing Saturdays and Sundays, drew 
well, but not up to expectations. Auto 
parking was about half normal. 

Manager Bokis says he is open to sug- 
gestions as to a plan for checking ball- 
room patrons to remedy the situation of 
more than one using a pass-out check. 
Sunday night dancing, started after July 
1, became popular with increasing at- 
tendance.

LONG BEACH, Calif., Oct. 24—The 
Long Beach Amusement League engaged 
the Goebel Lion Farm, of Ventura 
County, to bring a free show to the 
Pike for 10 days. Two tigers, eight lions 
and a number cf monkeys composed the 
exhibition. Lewis Ross, animal trainer 
with the farm, lect\ired every afternoon. 
The display attracted considerable at- 
tention and did much to boost business 
during its stay. It closed on October 15. 
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ITH the wide world in an industrial 
slump it is, of course, unreasonable 
for any park’ men to expect their 

business to be better, comparatively, than 
any other line. Most of them realize this 
and are not crying the blues. 


46QQOME park men have emphatically 


told us,” writes R. S. Uzzell, in 

part, in the October NAAP Bulle- 
tin, “that the park business is all over, 
which we might believe but for the fact 
that in two former depressed periods we 
were as emphatically told the same thing. 
So now 1908, 1915 and 1931 will stand out 
as ‘dark’ years in our history, and the 
last the gloomiest of all. It should have 
been expected that disrobing on the 
beach, using autos for bathhouses and 
strollers, but nouspenders, would prevail 
at parks. 

“It is not expedient now to name the 
places hardest hit . . . or give de- 
tailed account of all the bright spots. 
How fortunate that we have some to 
mention! Glen Echo Park, Washington, 
D. C., scored 2 hit which makes it stand 
cut pre-eminently. The manager knows 
his Washington. Government clerks get 
as many dollars now as in 1920, but their 
dollar then had 46 cents of purchase 
value, while today it has $1.30 of buying 
power. He also reasoned that if the park 
were permitted to slip another year it 
would require three times the money and 
consume three times the years to bring 
it back. That it was better to spend 
some real money to stem the tide than 
to sit on kis oars and drift for another 
year ahd then pay the penalty for inac- 
tion. Had his increase been only receipts 
of his superb swimming pool and old 
mill, then you could claim he did not 
advance his park in 1931 appreciably by 
the expenditure of their cost. While these 
new attractions did well and justified the 
investment, they at the same time lifted 
the receipts of the remainder of the park 
most gratifyingly above the 1930 level 
and at the same time added enormously 
to the good will of the park. It was 
opportune. There was something new of 
merit, high class, and he let the people 
know it—showmanship, if you please! 
They came, they bathed, rode, ate and 
were satisfied. . . . Ask him if he is 
satisfied and if it pays to have courage 
intimesofgloom. . . . This has been 
a bad season for the flops but a good 
season for the hits. .. . 


4éT\ESIRE for recreation still abides; 

it has grown to be as essential as 

shoes and milk. We are called 
upon to meet new conditions in a new 
way. A lot of park managers will become 
good showmen and properly present this 
public service institution physically 
beautiful and morally clean, to meet the 
cemands of a new age, with ample op- 
portunity for the patron’ to personally 
participate in the recreative activities. 
They must do it or take the downward 
course to oblivion. 


“Each time the park business dips into 
a depression it does not all go as low as 
the previous descent and wher. it goes up 
it has always reached new heights, but 
this was our first world depression and 
therefore as a whole lower than at any 
previous period. But new heights are 
certain,” 


é¢' two daily newspapers offer no 
assistance,” writes a sojourner near 
a West Coast amusement center. 
“After two months around this section, 
this writer candidly states that the re- 
sort apparently makes no effort to seek 
co-operation from that angle.” 

This being the case, it is not surprising 
that the season has been unusually poor. 
The gospel of printers’ ink should be 
preached anew to the gentlemen in 
charge out there. Some persons evi- 
Cently never can realize that such ad- 
vertising and publicity constitute an in- 
vestment rather than an expense.

Trouble; Attendance Is Nil 


Poor showing laid to hasty plans and inexperience in 
some departments—business is blank for rides and 
concessioners are hard hit by the fiasco 


CHICAGO, Oct, 24.-Cook County Fair, closing today at Chicago Stadium, 


must be recorded as the most colossal flop Chicago has known in a long time. 


Out- 


come of the event was no surprise, experienced showmen having freely predicted it. 
It was hastily organized, handied by promoters, horse-show men, contractors and 
others, none of whom had had any practical experience in handling county fairs. 
There was little money behind it and insufficient time to properly organize or 


publicize the event. 
Trouble Started Early 


The fair ran into trouble early in the 
week, the acts threatening to strike’ 
Monday unless they received a part of 
their money. A. C. Thompson, secre- 
tary, asserted he had nothing to do with 
hiring or paying acts. Contracts carried 
name of John McGrail, making him the 
“goat.” Matter finally was adjusted, 
the acts being paid some money and 
W. J. Newman, contractor and official of 
the fair, agreeing to guarantee the 
stadiurh overhead. Tom Bourke and 
McGrail faded out of the picture and 
Newman assumed charge. Stadium 
received its rent from day to day. 

There were various other troubles in- 
cident to financial stringency and in- 
experience. A detachment of U. S. 
Artillery was brought into the stadium 
arena for exhibition drills, fired a 
couple of heavy pieces without warning 
and almost panicked the few women in 
attendance; worse yet, put part of the 
loud-speaker system out of commission. 


No Patrons for Rides 


The musicians’ union called Al Mel- 
gard, organist, off the job, leaving the 
fair without music save for an American 
Legion band that played occasionally. 
There were only two acts working, Wil- 
liams and Bernice and the Arconis. No 
team was provided for the trampoline 
hay wagon used by Williams and Bernice 
during the first few days, the rig being 
pulled into the arena by stadium em- 
ployees, utterly spoiling the comedy 
effect. Concessions in one of the tents 
were moved to make room for swine, 
which was okeh, as the concessions were 
doing no business anyway. Rides didn’t 
Operate—nobody to ride ‘em. Only ex- 
hibits of any consequence were some 
harness and saddle horses. 

The few cogcessioners and pitchmen 
who. contracted space were sorry. 

Attendance pitifully small thruout the 
week. It is doubtful if total receipts 
paid two days’ rent. 


Hagerstown Fair Profit 
Used for Improvement 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., Oct. 24.—While 
many other agricultural fairs were re- 
ported losses this year, Hagerstown Fair 
made enough profit from its recent fair 
and racing meet to pay off $8,000 of its 
previous debts and pay for thousands 
of dollars worth of improvements. 

Most of the profits came from its rac- 
ing meet held in connection with the 
fair, the pari mutuel betting running 
way ahead of any previous meet. 


Fair Official Stabbed in 
Row Over Wheat Exhibit 


DALLAS, Oct. 24.—Controversy over a 
gallon of wheat exhibited at the State 
Fair of Texas which failed to win first 
prize resulted in the stabbing on Oc- 
tober 16 of J. A. Moore, superintendent 
of agriculture, at the exposition. 

Moore was stabbed below the heart. 
His condition was not considered seri- 
ous. The exhibitor whose wheat failed 
to win the prize was released after 
questioning. Officials did not plan to 
file charges against him.

Farm Products Gate Fees Draw 
Crowds But May Not Pay Bills 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 24. — While a 
number of Southern schools and business 
institutions have adopted a policy of ac- 
cepting farm products as substitutes for 
money, it remained for directors of a 
Georgia county fair to systematize this 
practice. 

This was at Worth County Fair, Syl- 
vester, October 7-10, in the heart of a 
farming country. As everyone who has 
attended one knows, a county or parish 
fair is the biggest thing in the life of a 
rural community. It is exclusively a 
community affair, and every man, woman 
and intelligent child has a, sense of pro- 
prietorship in it. 

Hence, a fair without maximum of lo- 
cal attendance is unthinkable. In view 
of the cotton market, however, it looked 
to directors of the Sylvester Fair as if 
turnstiles would be idle most of the time 
this year. Then they hit upon the idea 
of accepting farm products as admission 
fees, and the fair was a huge success. 

Sixteen pounds of cottonseed, 25 
pounds of shelled corn, 20 pounds of 
peanuts or a dozen eggs permitted the 
owner to pass into the grounds and wit- 
ness exhibits. This was tariff for adults. 


Children were required to bring only six 
pounds of cottonseed, 10 pounds of 
shelled corn, eight pounds of peanuts or 
six eggs. 


Business was grand from the start. 
Altho what was thought to be adequate 
storage facilities had been provided, they 
were quickly filled. Dispatches do not 
Say what was done with corn, peanuts, 
ee ye and eggs taken in at the gates. 
But there must have been some practical 
plan of disposing of them without loss. 


It is not probable, however, that many 
county or parish fair boards will follow 
example of Sylvester directors. After all, 
money is needed to pay premiums, com- 
pensate workers and meet other fair ex- 
penses. While the fair management may 
accept farm products es admission fees, 
it cannot exchange them for personal 
services. 


Of course, it was better for the farm 
population. near Sylvester to be admitted 
on a farm product basis than not be ad- 
mitted at all. But if this policy were 
made general and permanent, parish or 
county fairs would soon pass into the 
limbo of things that were. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 24.—Altho end- 
ing in a deficit, the 28th annual munic- 
ipally-owned Mississippi State Fair, Octo- 
ber 12-17, was considered successful, ac- 
claimed by showmen and patrons as one 
of the best in recent years. 

Mayor Walter A. Scott, chairman of the 
exposition, in a talk to fair workers, said 
loss will be less than $5,000, as compared 
with a deficit of $8,000 in 1930. 

This showing is due to business judg- 
ment of Mabel L. Stire, secretary-man- 
ager, who trimmed premium lists and 
reduced operating expenses apparently 
without impairing efficiency of the ex- 
position. 


Showfolks Present Cake 


More than 200 fair employees were 
guests of Miss Stire and a group of 
women superintendents at an “after the 
fair” party last Monday. Mayor Scott 
was master of ceremonies, assisted by 
Commissioners A. F. Hawkins and R. M.

N THE State popularly supposed to 
be the cradle of the agricultural fair 
there appears no cessation of interest 

in this institution. Reports from Mas- 
sachusetts show that the old Bay State 
still is going strong in agricultural fairs 
after having initiated the idea more 


than 100 years ago. It is a fact 
that during September there were more 
than two fairs a day for every day in 
the month. It would seem, without any 
great delving into other sources of 
information, that in this matter Massa- 
chusetts probably holds a record. This 
more than two fairs a day schedule 
included some 19 major fairs, 12 com- 
munity fairs and 25 Grange fairs held 
in as many different communities from 
the Berkshires to the Cape. It is ap- 
parent that for the most part these 
fairs were favored by good weather, 
creditable exhibits and average attend- 
ance, considering the status of business 
conditions and some local factors. 


OUNTY fair season inspired an edi- 
torial writer of The Charlotte (N 
C.) Observer to a refreshing effusion 

anent the many fairs with which Tar-. 
heelia during autumns is so fichly 
dotted. “The season of the county fair 
with all its attendant thrills and joys is 
ere,” he announced, in part. “It is fair- 
ime in the land, and those that hold 
their peace from one fall to another feel 
the urge to mingle with the milling 
crowds and have their-fling while it 
lasts. . . . A fair is an institution that 
has been handed down for many hun- 
dreds of years and still has much of its 
historical flavor about it. It connects 
the old with the new, ever holding fast 
to its old traditions and ever seeking 
the new to exhibit to a constantly mov- 
ing world. . - Then there is the car- 
nival spirit, the relaxation in the bus- 
tling crowd, that enables one to escape 
the cares of the day and go back to his 
work refreshed in spirit. . . . Fairs, 
bringing together people for amusement 
and entertainment, are a true index of 
a community’s progress and a reflection 
of new ideas and new ambitions.” 


S A stepping stone to more presump- 

tuous shows, local community fairs 

are proving again their importance 
in affairs of rural life, according to the 
October Pairs Letter of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Agriculture. “Mas- 
sachusetts has been fortunate in the 
equable distribution of this type of 
fair,” states the Letter, edited by Direc- 
tor L. B. Boston, “and for the most part 
its influence for good has been of in- 
estimable value to the community. It 
is at this type of fair where the choicest 
products of farm, garden and home 
compete in friendly rivalry and where 
exhibits have a personal appeal to spec- 
tators who usually know whose cabbages 
and peas are so gallantly attired in 
dignified state. Evidence of profession- 
alism usually is lacking at these com- 
munity fairs, while quality of products 
and gimplicity of arrangement are by 
no means ignored. In many respects 
the community fair also serves as a 
fitting ground for the larger exposition.” 


Ox where the horse still survives the 
fumes of gas buggies, at Harlingen, 
Tex., a fair secretary, alive to in- 
terests of his community, will supple- 
ment a society horse show with a “circus 
and ranch show,” to be staged by kid- 
dies. When it is known that there will 
be at least 100 boys and girls mounted, 
then one can be sure that it is horse 
country! Back east it might not be 
possible to scare up that many mounted 
youngsters in a whole State. Novelty 
of the idea is only superseded by its 
good sense. It will be great and healthy 
Sport for the tiny “rodeo” contestants 
and fun aplenty for spectators. Let the 
riders enjoy their ponies while they 
may; they will be stepping on motors 
soon enough. Wee hands made steady 
by clutch of bridle reins will in later 
years grip steering wheels with a careful, 
capable coniidence often now so obvi- 
ously absent in some of our best fool 
auto drivers.

A gricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From October Summary by U. S, Department of Agriculture, 
: Washington, D. C. 


LIVE STOCK IN WEST 


Not many Western stockmen will 
the passing of the summer of 
1931. In addition to tremendous decline 
in gross income from sale of live stock 
and their products, Western stockmen 
experienced a severe drought season, 
which affected practically all parts with 
the exception of Arizona. Drastic reduc- 
tion in gross receipts with the accom- 
panying loss in borrowing power, to- 
gether with increased costs occasioned 
by dreught, have placed many stockmen 
in uncomfortable positions. 

Summer pastures and ranges fell far 
short of supplying normal feed. Much 
stock was removed early from range 
areas because of failing feed and stock 
water. In general, crops in the valleys 
were short and fall feed there is not 
plentiful. Winter ranges in the inter- 
mountain areas are dry, and native des- 
ert plants made little growth this sea- 
son, which threatens additional feed- 
ing costs this winter. 


DECLINE HITS PARMERS 


Situation in the hog industry illus- 
trates how farmers have been hurt by 
the unusual price decline this year. Hog 
production in this country has de- 
creased steadily since 1928, so that at 
the beginning of this yest we had 
8,300,000 (or 14 per cent) fewer hogs 
than three years earlier. During the 
first 10 months of the current market- 
ing year 5 per cent fewer hogs went to 
slaughter than a year ago. 

Despite all this reduction in supply, 
the average price paid by packers de- 
clined from $9.57 last year fo $7.43 this 
year. That is, hogs slaughtered under 
Federal inspection brought producers 
$221,000,000 lesw this year. This typifies 
difficulties of our farmers in these ab- 
normal times of world-wide readjust- 
ment and falling price level. At pres- 


ent evidence indicates that the abun- 
so 


dance and relative cheapness of feed 


grains are stimulating an expansion in 
hog production, 
LOW PRICES IN IOWA 

Meager rainfall, unequally distributed, 
during critical part of the growing sea- 
son resulted in wide extremes of con- 
ditions. Rain in all sections of Iowa 
in varying amounts and more moderate 
temperatures during the last half of 
August upset earlier expectations of a 
repetition of destructive conditions 
which occurred during August, 1930. 
Corn production forecast for Iowa on 
September 1 was 10 per cent above last 
year’s final estimate, but 8 per cent 
below the five-year average production 
(1925-1929). 

Premature ripening of corn has ac- 
companied a two-week period of almost 
uninterrupted hot drying winds, result- 
ing in some damage to the quality of 
the crop, particularly in the sections of 
the State suffering the greatest moisture 
shortage. This unseasonable heat also 
retarded recovery of pastures, which 
otherwise should have followed the late 
August rains. 


POTATO GROWERS EXPAND 


Potato growers increased their acreage 
nearly 11 per cent this year, but crop 
reports indicate that they are not going 
to get much, if any, larger crop than 
last year. Yet potato prices average 
around 8C cents a bushel less to growers 
than a year ago.

Midwinter Fair here, November 21-29, two 
unique features will be produced by Ross 
and Wagner, of J. King Ross and Com- 
pany. There will be a Kids’ Circus and 
Ranch Show and two society horse shows 
for two matinees and two nights. 

In the Ranch Show the cast will be 
made up almost entirely of Valley chil- 
dren and their horses, with at least 100 
boys and girls mounted. The Ross or- 
ganization will provide specialty acts and 
trick and fancy riding, featuring Betsy 
Ross, 9 years old, trick rider and exhibitor 
of high-jumping horse. 

No society horse show has been at- 
tempted before at the fair. John T. 
Floore, secretary-manager, secured the 
Ross enterprise to present this feature as 
special] event.in front of the main grand 
stand, illuminated by floodlights. In- 
creased interest in horses in Rio Grande 
Valley is imminent. 


Attractions Unique at 
Bridgewater Community 


BOSTON, Oct. 24.—The famous Nova 
Scotia oxen which caused so much at- 
tention at Brockton by pulling heavy 
loads with their horns were one of the 
features at East Bridgewater Community 
Pair. In addition to pulling contests 
by herses and oxen the fair had a 
creditable poultry show, as well as a 
—_ well filled with quality farm prod- 
ucts. 

This fair has unique advantage of 
being able to give visitors a treat in 
the form of a house built in 1750. It 
is here one can enjoy a cheerful log 
fire in case the day is cold and dreary 
or where one may marvel at size of 
beams, width of boards. paneling and 
hardware so much envied by connois- 
seurs of antiques. . 

It is thru courtesy of A. R. Parker, 
famous milk distributor and a past mas- 
ter of East Bridgewater Grange, that 
the fair is able to have such an ad- 
mirable place in which to hold its an- 
nual exhibition. 


Unfit Birds Are Culled 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct 24—Applica- 
tions have been received for inspection 
of approximately 235,000 birds in breed 
improvement work conducted under di- 
rection of the bureau of markets, Penn- 
sylvania Department of Agriculture, ac- 
cording to E; J. Lawless Jr. More than 
275,000 were inspected during the 1930- 
‘31 season. During September bureau 
poultry specialists handled 64,037 birds, 
bringing total for the season up to 126,- 
341. Out of this number, 29,777 birds 
have been culled as unfit.

‘Laws pertaining to State or County fair aid. In instances 
where no appropriation is made, it will be so stated. Every fair 
man is urged to clip the data each week so as to have a complete 


file for future reference. 


SOUTH DAKOTA 


Section 7946. Any fair corporation for 
any county, or two or more counties 
jointly, duly organized under the pro- 
visions of the three preceding sections, 
which shall hold an annual fair or ex- 
hibition to promote and encourage agri- 
culture, horticulture, mining, mechan- 
ics, manufactures, stock raising and 
general domestic industry, may receive 
from the county in which such exhibi- 
tien is held such aid as in the discre- 
tion of the board of county commission- 
ers shall appear just and necessary, not 
to exceed $2,500 in any one year, upon 
the following conditions: 


1. That the secretary of such cor- 
poration shall first file a copy of its 
articles of incorporation with the 
county auditor and shall annually be- 
fore such payment is made file a list 
of the officers for that year with such 
county auditor. 


2. That all gambling and gambling 
devices were excluded from the exhibi- 
tion grounds of such fair corporation, 
and the streets and adjacent grounds 
under its control during all of the time 
of such annual] fair or exhibition, and 
no part of such county aid shall be paid 
until the president and secretary of 
such fair corporation shall have filed 
with the county auditor a sworn state- 
ment that all gambling devices were 
prohibited and excluded. 


8. That such fair corporation shall 
annually publish in some newspaper in 
the county in which its exhibition is 
held, and in case such fair is held by 
two or more counties jointly, then in 
some newspaper in each of saic coun- 
ties a detailed statement of all its acts 
as such corporation, giving a list of its 
officers, the time and place of its meet- 
ings and a statement of its receipts and 
disbursements for all purposes during 
the year, and a copy of such statement, 
duly verified by the secretary of such 


fair corporation, shall be filed with the 
county auditor. 

Section 7947. Payment of aid, when 
made. The aid provided for in the pre- 
ceding section shall be paid upon the 
conditions stated therein on or before 
the first day of February following the 
holding of such fair; provided, that 
only one such fair corporation shall 
receive aid from any county and no 
such fair shall be held during the State 
fair week. 

Chapter 81, 1927. Section 7947-A. Sec- 
tion 1. Associations may be formed by 
any county or two or more counties 
jointly for the purpose of holding and 
conducting annual fairs or exhibitions 
to promote and encourage agriculture, 
horticulture, stock raising and general 
domestic industries and for the purpose 
of disseminating information with re- 
spect to agriculture, horticulture, stock 
raising and general domestic industries, 
or any one of them. 

Section 7947-B. Section 2. That it 
shall be lawful for the boards of county 
commissioners of the county embraced 
within the territory covered by the arti- 
cles of this corporation to appropriate 
for the aid of such corporations for the 
purpose of paying premiums or other- 
wise assisting in the promotion of such 
fairs or exhibitions. 

The sec- 
retary of such corporation shall first file 
a copy of these articles of incorporation 
with the county auditor of the counties 
joined in such enterprise and shall an- 
nually before such payment is made 
file a list of officers for that year with 
the said county auditor, 

Section 7847-D.. Section 4. That the 
aid provided for in this chapter shall 
in no case exceed the sum of $150. 


Section 1947-E. Section 5. The pro- 
visions of these acts shall not apply to 
the previsions of sections 7942 to 7947, 
inclusive, and all acts amendatory 
thereto.

Are Humane 


Instance in Tennessee is 
cited — Barker attaches 
care for trouper’s remains 


BROWNSVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 23. — A+ 
frequent intervals one has read in The 
Billboard of instances wherein showfolks 
have cared for the remains of deceased 
members of their respective companies. 
Such humane interest is surely com- 
mendable to highest degree. 

There was an instance of such hu- 
maneness here during last two weeks in 
the death, funeral and burial of Mike 
Schmitz, a concession worker with Barker 
Shows, which exhibited at Colored Fair 
here week ending October 10. Not only 
did the personnel of the show do all in 
its power to forestall the death of their 
companion trouper, who died a few hours 
after being severely stabbed, October 10, 
allegedly by a Negro, but after surviving 
relatives had been notified and it was 
found that their presence and financial 
aid were not in prospect, the showfolks 
made arrangements for funeral and 
burial, and many of the company re- 
turned here last Friday to be present 
at those services. 

According to report of showfolks, 
Schmitz was working in front of a con- 
cession operated by W. F. Kelley and 
noticed a Negro’s hand reach in from 
the rear of the stand and grab some 
money. As the suspected party came 
from behind the midway cookhouse he 
was grabbed by Schmitz, Negro drawing 
a knife and cutting the concession man 
on neck and arm and finally a deep gash 
just beneath the heart. The wounded 
man was rushed to hospital, where he 


.died a few minutes after arrival. 


Funeral was held last Friday at 1 p.m. 
Eight automobiles filled with showfolks, 
accompanied by a calliope, journeyed 
here from Fulton, Ky., where Barker 
Shows were then exhibiting, and the 
tody of Schmitz was laid to rest in Oak- 
wood Cemetery in 2 most befitting man- 
ner. Five auto loads of local officials, 
as well as many other persons of this 
vicinity, also attended the services. Floral 
tributes were many. Wreaths were pre- 
sented by city officials, also executives 
of Colored Fair. Father Schrimpft con- 
cucted the rites. Members of Barker 
Shows attending included Grover Loar, 
C, N. Crawley and wif2, Elmer Bonner, 
E. L. Binder, H. H. Curley, Clifford B. 
Smithers, C. O. Gorman, Dan Rice, Ted

“We closed our fair season after working 
Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota and 
Minnesota to poor results. Our business 
here is the best of the season. Among 
the knights of the tripes and keister 
hereabouts are A. J. Hector, Mike Sweeny, 
Al Batson, Ray Marks, Tommy Aarons, 
Harry Taylor and Grand-Stand Jack. 
Hector will be leaving soon for his an- 
nual trip to the Mexican border. Owing 
to the cold weather of the last few days 
we have had to put the shake-up stove in 
operation. Bartenders on the Mexican 
border will soon be hearing from us.” 


CHARLIE MURPHY, sheetwriter, ad- 
vises that he landed in Denver October 
i4 and walked into a surprise when he 
found his old pal, Harry Levitt, operating 
a haberdashery high-pitch store. “Seems 
to be some sort of a discussion going on 
over who is the kingpin of pitchmen,” 
says Charlie “After watching this Levitt 
work I am going to give him my vote. I 
saw him do about $300 on one pitch, with 
all customers satisficd. He nas nothing 
but legit merchandise, such as ties, socks, 
shirts, etc. Have been thru Oklahoma 
and found things not so good. A few 
pitchmen in the towns are getting a little 
money. Tulsa seemed to be the best 
spot I hit, but it\was nothing to brag 
about.” 


“WHERE ARE THEY, all the paper- 
men and health men?” Ching Ling Foo, 
the high pitchman who scored a record 
some time ago by making a pitch on a 
Eroadway corner in one of the most con- 
gested districts in New York. The answer, 
of course, depends on Ching’s ‘definition 
of the words. He has been looking over 
Elizabeth, N. J., recently, and says of that 
town: “I expect to see more pitch stores 
in Elizabeth this winter than ever before. 
Elizabeth is one city that has not been 
worked for years. There is one high pitch 
store now and it seems to be making 
good money. Herman Blumenfeld, of 
Newark, is the star high-pressure sales- 
man in that store, and I judge he is 
earning from $25.to $50 a day. The town 
appears to be open again.” 


LOVFLY PIPE from Doc Jack Lovely, 
Gated at Eekley, Colo., October 14: “Jt has 
been a long time since I have sent in an 
item to ‘the old reliable,’ tho I get it and 
read it (nearly) regularly. Being buried 
in the sticks at times makes it hard to 
get. I feel if I don’t send in a word some 
of my old friends and enemies might 
think I have had the final curtain rung 
down on me. But nof yet. I am still 
featuring the good old med. dramas and 
putting out the stuff that makes them 
young. We have been out from Denver 
for 16 weeks. Not getting rich, but pay- 
ing our bills and getting south right 
along. Playing small towns and find de- 
pression not so noticeable as in the larger, 
I am handling ‘Nutro,’ We leave the town 
clean. We are in Vernon for week of Oc- 
tober 19.” ~ 


J. C. QUARLES, the darner and_hem- 
stitcher man, wandered into Cincinnati 
last week looking for a favorable spot. 
He came in from Dayton, O., where he 
found pitchmen more numerous than 
customers. “Some Ohio towns are still 
good,” he said, “but these are tough 
times we are up against. Mansfield, O., 
is open to pitchmen. Indianapolis is 
good. The market there is worth trying. 
Only 50 cents a day, but you work only 
three days a week in the market. Rest 
of the time outside. See the market 
master. Springfield, O., is open to door- 
Ways and I found biz good there. Battle 
Creek, Mich., is another good spot for 
doorway workers. No reader needed. 
Hamilton, O., is closed to pitchmen as 
to doorways.”

‘ MONTANA PAIR CIRCUIT was among 
his mistakes this year, Frank Libby says 
in a pipe from Salt Lake City.

I 
am no jam man, but I am a pitchman. 
Here is what I will gamble I can do: I 
will take any item of merchandise in a 
pitchman’s catalog and outsell any jam 
man in the business in the course of one 
year. Provided, of course, that the jam 
man does not resort to any trickery or 
skullduggery in making his sales. Now, 
if any of you jam boys will say it’s a bet, 
I'll meet you at Times Square, New York, 
New Year’s Eve. I bar nobody, Jerry 
Russell and Ed St. Mathews.” 


DOC CHICK QUINLAN reports that he 
has been making the rounds of the New 
York pitch stores expecting to see some 
of the big passouts he hears about, but 
has failed to find them. “Along Broad- 
way I saw plenty of high workers hang- 
ing out in front of a pitch store and 
more on Sixth avenue, but the passouts 
I saw were not phenoms. Seems to me 
these sensational passouts we, hear about 
have passed out of the picture. The 
ganging up in New York. may be respon- 
sible for conditions. I see one young 
man is giving lessons on-how to pitch. 
Some of the high workers might take les- 
sons. If this teacher is so good why 
isn’t he in a better location? When Doc 
Miller said that Tishi Bhuta and Eddie 
Ross were the most brilliant money-get- 
ters ever operating here he said some- 
thing that can’t be successfully contra- 
dicted. Ganging up in this city is bad 
policy. The appearance of some of the 
stores might be improved, too. What has 
been said about. Sergeant Poulos’ store 
Was not exaggerated. Before ‘the depres- 
son set in things were comparatively easy 
for the boys and girls here, but I have 
not seen a $30 passout in New York since 
the store season started. I don’t mean 
to include Coney Island and Rockaway 
Beach in my statement.” 


“FOR MANY YEARS the pitch stores 
in New York were corralled by a chosen 
few,” says Dr. Victor Edison Perry. “I, 
myself, sought many times in vain when 
I was in need of money and wanted to 
make a pitch. But the big-time workers 
wouldn’t give me @ chance. I finally 
came to the conclusion that I would open 
my own pitch store and give small-time 
workers preference always. No pets 
would be allowed to pick their hours. To- 
day I am always on the market for good 
locations, but I close a store immediately 
if it does not click. That is why I closed 
the 125th street store. Some people do 
not like the showman’s methods I am 
using, but I am adopting up-to-the-min- 
ute ideas. If all the first-class movie 
houses on Broadway can use the bally- 
hoo why not a pitch store? Everyone 
had to learn when they started. I am in 
the business to stay. I had a store at 
Coney Island the latter part of the sea- 
son which showed a nice profit when I 
closed. When I first opened on 125th 
street last winter I couldn’t get a work- 
er. They thought I had picked a bloom- 
er, but by using a street ballyhoo, giving 
out circulars and free samples, the store 
showed real profits. I am now present-

Law in Arkansas and Texas 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 25. — Showfolks 
using motor conveyances in Arkansas 
and Texas this fall have encountered 
some misunderstandings relative to li- 
cense fees exacted for such vehicles other 
than pleasure cars and permits for the 
latter. 

A letter to The Billboard from D. W. 
Powers, veteran showman, from Pine 
Bluff, Ark., advises that State highway 
patrolmen were on the grounds of the 
recent fair at Pine Bluff, issuing sum- 
monses to operators of all trucks bearing 
other’ State license tags. Powers sug- 
gests that all showfolks traveling by 
auto “heading Arkansas way get into 
communication with Dwight Blackwood, 
chairman State Board of Highways Com- 
mission, as he will,do all in his power 
to assist showmen going thru this State, 
and they will find the doors of his 9ffice 
open and him ready to greet all show- 
men.” 

Another letter to J%e Biilbcard was 
from Fred Guthrie, wire performer, and 
J. A. Conner. of Connor Trio, dated Oc- 
tober 15, from Austin, Tex., free attrac- 
tions at the recent fair at Austin. The 
letter stated that Guthrie had called at 
office of L. G. Phares, chief of State 
Highway Patrol, Austin, where he was 
informed that “because Ohio did not 
list My car as a commercial car did not 
interest Texas, and that anyone who 
carries anything in a touring car must 
also take out a commercial tag” Also:

Cop Slays Crosby 
Of New York Rodeo 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Owen Crosby, 
of Miles City, Mont., watchman and 
handyman at World Series Rodeo, was 
shot to death outside Madison Square 
Garden, 49th street and Eighth avenue, 
yesterday morning by Officer Quigley 
in a dispute over payment of a 15-cent 
taxi fare. Police say Quigley was at- 
tacked by both Crosby and a mob of 
armed cowboys attached to the rodeo, 
but eyewitnesses aver there is no truth 
in the allegation. According to a state- 
ment by Everett Colburn, of Blackfoot, 
Ida., corroborated by Bill Wright, of San 
Angelo, Tex., Crosby did not attack of- 
ficer, but acted as peacemaker in a row 
over cab payment involving two con- 
testants—Joe Rock and Bob Walden, 
both of Fort Worth. Several other cow- 
boys who were witnesses said Nkewise. 

Crosby was in a coffee shop near the 
scene of the subsequent tragedy, after 
finishing his work, when he overheard 
the heated argument between the cab 
driver and Rock and Walden. Walden 
entered the restaurant followed by the 
driver, who demanded his fare. After a 
‘while the driver withdrew and returned 
with a uniformed officer. Rock was or- 
dered into the cab. but got out and 
started to withdraw when he was seized 
by Quigley. In qghort time an encounter 
ensued, with the policeman alleged to 
have struck Walden, who came back 
with a blow delivered with a walking 
stick used for a support. During the 
fracas Crosby, who spot witnesses as- 
serted had paid the fare and was trying 
to restore peace, was subjected to a severe 
attack by a man im plain clothes, who 
presumably had misconstrued Crosby's 
truce movements. Meantime the uni- 
formed officer leveled his pistol] at Cros- 
by, groggy and limp from the encounter, 
and shot him dead, it is said. 

Crosby was not contesting at the 
rodeo here, having.sustained heavy in-

Two weeks ago we posed tlie f 
question: What circus gave three or four 
performances in two different towns on 
the same day? + Harry C. Dalvine, of 
Beaumont, Tex., cites Christy Bros.’ 
Circus as having given two shows at 
two stands the same day, July 2, 1928, 
with afternoon parade and show at Wolf 
Point, Mont., moving 51 miles into 
Glasgow, show up and open on time, but 
parade not given owing to streets being 
torn up. Bert Rutherford was general 
agent that year and Dalvine was elec- 
trician, but was sent ahead on 24-hour 
work at Glasgow. Now, how about three 
performances? 


Another question was: Who remem- 
bers anything about Teets Bros.’ Circus? 
To this James B. Francis, of Norfolk, Va., 
pipes up, who was with that outfit for 
about 10 years, first joining in 1884 with 
juggling act and clowning and black- 
face in concert. Four brothers operated 
the show—Jake, Robert, Governor and 
John—all performers and musicians, 
their mother and two sisters, Lizzie and 
Alice, traveling with them. Lizzie 
wedded Charles T. Ogden, gymnast and 
acrobat, who later took out the James 
Shelby Wagon Show and is now residing 
at Savannah, Ga.

The coin machine men’s conventions, 
those expositions of yesteryear, are rich 
and golden memories for the many that 
participated in the gala days they 
brought into being.

A 
Bohemian group of good fellows from the 
land where money talks; even a recita- 
tion could be gotten away with, and was, 
tho nobody was ever carried out the vic- 
tim of “Ellycution,” as Tom Nawn was 
wont to put it. Looking back to those 
annual gatherings we note many names 
of men from coin, machinedom who never 
missed attending: , Art DuGrenier, A. E. 
Gebert, Oscar Wagner, George A. Gras- 
torf, C. W. Hoffman. There would be 
Irl La Grange, Ford Mason, William Gent, 
David Bond, B. L. Fry, Thomas Watling, 
Art Caille, Adolph Caille. Cobb and Blen- 
dow always ‘brought their wives along; 
Monty Tittotson, too. There was one 
convention back in. the long ago when 
the only foreign visitor was Charles E. 
Howard, from St. Johns, New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia. Later the attendance from 
foreign lands almost indicated world- 
wide participation; visitors and delegates 
came from everywhere. YOu would note 
the presence of C. D. Fairchild, Ed Clem, 
“The Judge” from Porto Rico and “Doc” 
from Inglewood, in California. Anderson 
would on hand from Massachusetts. 
Ralph Young, M. J. Ryan, Burras, Coch- 
ran and R. E. Smith. Lee Jones, Mar- 
shall Seeburg, J. P. Seeburg, W. G. Gray, 
Odin Thomas, J. B. Ford and the boy. 
Genial Percy Smith, Mike Munves. Wolfe, 
Kulish, Withey, Bindner, Moe Levin. 
Howard Peo would not be missing nor 
would Gottlieb fail to show. Ollie Wil- 
liams, E. H. Funke, Walter Tratsch. 
There would be Dick Woock and Louis 
Wolf, Clyde Robinson, H. B. Gibson, Bill 
Sheade. Sexton, and Cifimplin, and Bill 
Schmidt, from Winnebago Lake, but 
space forbids, and wails aloud for that 
all too puny phrase: “and others.” 


So John Holloway comes again to 
America’s shore. Welcome, John! The 
welcome to our British visitor brings up 
the picture of a trend that has been no- 
ticeable in our daily press of late. There 
are visions of week-ends: Week-ending 
in the Berkshires. The pheasant shoot- 
ing. Four o’clock tea and all that bally 
Wodehouse.

One great manu- 
facturer saying: “The five-day week has 
been a success in our business and it is 
here to stay. It will spread eventually 
to industry generally.” We are told that 
hundreds of concerns have already adopt- 
ed the five-day week and a number of 
Very important organizations now run 
on the six-hour day. Some writers for- 
see an eventual reward for labor in the 
form of additional work time for millions 
now employed on part time. Others pre- 
dict that with the return of prosperity, 
the short-hour shift, the five-day week, 
will allow for the placement of millions 
now unemployed. In the lighter vein, 
we are told that we, the busy American 
business man, are not so hot, we’re hard- 
ly tepid when compared with the British 
brother. We are called busy Americans 
but, it’s pointed out that tho they knock 
off of a Friday and week-end till Tues- 
day, the English business men accomplish 
just as much in English offices as is done 
in the offices of any busy American city 
—simply because they do not confuse 


idleness with leisure, but go about the 
enjoyment of their leisure seriously, 
while we: “Cling to the granite halls of 
the city and drink monoxide gas into 
our lungs and grow irritable when the 
telephone jangles,” as Charles Hanson 
Towne puts it. With the greater leisure 
will come greater opportunity for those 
who provide amusement and entertain- 
ment for a coin. 


In featuring our maestros where music 
is vended for a coin we had looked hope- 
fully forward to being able to produce a 
band from among the men of coin-con- 
trolled machines. Our quest was a fail- 
ure, tho we located Scott Drum. Even 
in the failure there is some consolation 
in ‘the knowledge that in the Eastern 
town where Ben Isecovitz hangs his hat, 
the owner of the band, the one who often 
takes the baton and directs it, is our 
very good friend Charley Hoffman; try 
that Barr on your Shamokin. ... The 
amount of money spent by the operators 
of coin-controlled venders for confections, 
candy alone, runs into millions of dol- 
lars annually. Thru the medium of the 
salesboard, again many more millions of 
dollars find their way imto the hands 
of manufacturers of sweets. The grower 
of the apple finds in the vender that de- 
livers that fruit direct to the ultimate 
consumer for a coin an outlet for sales 
that demands respect and consideration. 
It’s when the sales of gum are contem- 
plated that we sit up and take notice. 

, too; run into such figures that 
were they diverted to the writer, we 
could have a pair of suspenders for every 
pair of pants we own. The cigar and 
cigaret are vended for a coin and in no 
mean volume by way Of silent salesmen. 
Perhaps this is not appreciated as it 
well should be. It’s noticeable that little 
personal quirks and squibs do find their 
way into the press of the nation which 
might undermine a lot of the good will 
that it has taken a lot of effort to bring 
into being. For instance: “Those scales 
that tell you your fortune ought to vary 
their lines . . . those they have been 
using are pretty stale—the advertising 
agencies have let out plenty of good idea 
men if they will take the tip .. . we sug- 
gest for example: “You look rather 
piqued this morning, why don’t you go 
over to Joe’s and crack a bottle of Mus- 
catel. It will improve your disposition 
wonderfully,” or “quit worrying, lay off 
the raw carrot diet and try a good steak 
for a change, we can’t all be George Ber- 
nard Shaws.” All in the spirit of good 
fun, no doubt, by clever Gail Borden, 
and appearing in Daily Times at Chicago. 

. . We find in the same newspaper and 
of identical date: “On our list of pet 
abominations . . . it’s an essay in self- 
analysis to have such a list ... gum 
chewing stands at the top. ... By per- 
sonal example and a deft word here and 
there we thought we gained an inch here 
and there (we haven’t made so much 
progress in our own household, but of 
late it seemed we haven't stepped or sat 
upon so much gum in public)... .
